The plan now under considera- 
tion by the Agriculture Department 
centers upon the creation of a 
farm board or commission with 
broad powers to deal with the sur- 
plus problem, but with the han- 
dling of farm products resting ab- 
solutely with farmer-controlled 
agencies.

PALEONTOLOGY DATA 


TRIBE BEGAN MILLION

primitive form of fish scale scarce. ' 
ly larger than the head of a match.

The 
fish is the earliest chordate—the 
primitiv eform of the vertebrate, 
and as such !f not the direct ante- 
cedent is at least the earliest 
known species of a branch of that!

The disease was first discovered 
on the Pacific Coast in 1921.

It is thought to have been « 
introduced into British Columbia at 
Vancouver on some white-pine 
seediings purchased from France.

BULGARIAN LAW 
FOUND SUCCESS 


Compulsory Labor Measure 
of Stambolisky Wins 
Nation Conscripts Services of 
Young and Old 


Annual Mobilization Weeks 
Prove Popular 


(BY CARLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

SOFIA, Dec. 26.—Americans 
have heard of the famous compu!- 
sory labor law passed a few years 
ago by Stambolisky, the peasant 
Premier of Bulgaria. By this law 
the State mobilizes its young men 
and young women as well for va- 
rious public work on roads and 
railways, in mines, forests and 
factories. 

The advantage to the State is 
that it gets a great deal of work 
done without having to pay wages 
for it. The advantage to the 
young men and women themselves 
is that they become accustomed 
to the idea of patriotic, peaceful 
service to the State without pay. 


THEORY IN PRACTICE 


Indeed, Bulgaria can claim to 
be the first country in the world 
to put into practice a suggestion 
of the late Prof. William James 
in his essay, “The Moral Equiva- 
lent of War,” that in order to 
preserve the stern “martial vir- 
tues” without war and bloodshed, 
the State should mobilize 
youthful population for the never- 
ending common war against na- 
ture. Exactly this idea was put 


into effect by the arian gov- 
ernment of Stambolisky, and has 
been continued by the present 


Tsankov government. 

Contrary to reports sometimes 
circulated, Bulgaria's compulsory 
labor law is not a wily dodge to 
give her young men military train- 
ing in disguise by substituting 
spades for rifles and pickaxes for 
machine-guns. Any such sly eva- 
sion would instantly have been 
detected by the Allied reparations 
commission which sits continually 
at Sofia. 

The simple truth ts that the la- 
bor law has been continued be- 
cause it was found to work well. 
Bepecially in the 6500 villages of 
Bulgaria a vast amount of public 
improvement, such as better roads, 
bridges, the introduction of sew- 
erage, the bullding of reading- 
rooms, etc., has been brought 
about by this law, and the com- 
munity pride of the villagers has 
risen correspondingly. 

SERVE EIGHT MONTHS 

Young men of military age serve 
for eight months, men above con- 
acript for ten days a year, 
while school children and students 
have a labor week in the autumn 
and another one in the spring. 
Bulgarian boys and girls really 
enjoy physical work, and these la- 
bor weeks are welcome intermis- 
sions in the school year. 

The Sofia American schools, 
founded more than sixty years ago, 
are not exempt from these semi- 
annual labor weeks—nor would 
they wish to be. During troudova 
sedmitea, as the week is called, 
the boye and girls forget their 
books, don old clothes, and go to 
work with a will, under the guid- 
ance of their teachers. The boys 
clean up the grounds, paint build- 
ings and fences, make repairs, saw 
and pile wood, reforest neighbor- 
ing hillsides ,clean the streets, dig 
ditches, bulld dikes along’ the 
river bank, ¢6tc. The girls clean 
and disinfect the buildings, repair 
and catalog books in the library, 
work in the gardens and put up 
the winter's supply of fruits and 
vegetables.

Seek New Specimens on 
Trip Into Wild Region 


The first of the coming year the 
San Diego Zoological Gociety will 
send its second expedition into the 
field in search of new and inter- 
esting animals. Richard A. Addison, 
collector and secretary of the s0o- 
ciety, has been chosen to head the 
expedition, and the jungie of South 
America is to be his objective. 

According to Mr. Addison, his 
party intends leaving San Diego 
some time before January 15, 1926, 
Salling down the west coast to 
Callao, Peru, which is the seaport 
of Lima. Several calis will be 
made en route, including Mexico 
and Nicaragua, and a stop of sev- 
eral days will be made in the Ca- 
nal Zone, with two others tn North- 
ern South America. Short excur- 
sions into near-by regions will be 
made at these places to study the 
native fauna. At Lima, after an 
extensive investigation of the bio- 
logical and zoologica) séctions of 
Peru's famous University of Medi- 
cal Science, the expedition will

|district. At Para, Brazil, a visit

The 
party probably will return to the 
United States by way of Jamaica 
in the Caribbean Sea, and land el- 
ther in New Orleans or Galveston. 

Zoo men say that much helpful

Travelers who have had the priv- 
liege to visit the homes of art in 
Rome, Milan, Florence, Siena, As- 
sisi and Venice will understand the 
meaning of this association. It 
not only involves entrance into the 
art salons of the homeland of all 
that is first in the world of fine 
arts, but identification with the 
soul of art itself. Members of the 
Vittorio Emanuele Art School in 
Los Angeles will be endowed with 
ali the privileges of Italian art in- 
stitutions. Under the auspices of 
this school exchanges of professors 
of fine arts will be effected to open 
the way for Los Angeles teachers 
to occupy chairs in Italian univer- 
sities and academies and vice versa, 
Itallan masters may lecture in the 
Los Angeles school.

Santa Monica.* The then acting 
Italian Consul presided and consuls 
of other countries were present, 
besides a large representation of 
Italians. The speaker for the oc- 
casion Was Antonio M. Ghio, who 
spoke in the highest terms of the 
services rendered to Italy by His 
Majesty before, during and after 
the World War. Mr. Ghio conclud- 
ed his speech with a surprise for 
those present. He said in part: 
“As a tribute to His Majesty, who is 
an ardent student of art, and to

Antitrust Law Author 


Publishes Explanatory 
Book on Constitution 


The economic meaning of the 
Constitution of the United States 
ls explained in “The Voice of 
America,” a book on the Const!- 
tution, written and published by 
George Wilder Cartwright, former 
Senator and author of the Cart- 
wright antitrust law. 


Cartwright emphasizes the op- 
portunity for individual initiative 
offered under the Constitution— 
“the right to achieve without 
stint.” The folly of radicaliem— 
“the doctrines of ‘despair’ —is ex- 
amined at length. 

“Society,” Mr. Cartwright de- 
clares, “is not concerned with the 
relative proportions of capital that 
'ts respective members may ac- 
quire—society is concerned only 
in the active and intelligent use 
of capital.” 

The fathers of the republic, ac- 
‘ording to his view, “fully under- 
stood that private ownership pro- 
motes the general prosperity and 
happiness, because it offers extra 
reward for extra effort.” For the 
problems of capital and labor, 
“education, not legislation, 
solution to be sought.” 

Cartwright points out the dan-

group of other Americans in the Colorado River Land Company, which 
operates a tract of land in Lower California—land which is watered 
by the Colorado. i 

When this lie was silenced by the records, proving that The Times 
was the first to advocate water storage, flood control and power works 
on the Colorado, other fabrications were promptly brought forth to 
take its place. Two of these have been so often repeated as to make 
some impression by sheer iteration. 

One of them is that The Times is opposed to a high dam on the 
Colorado because it might in some unexplained way interfere with the 
watering of Mexican lands. ‘ 


The other is that The Times and its publisher are opposed to th 
All-American Cana! project for the same reason. 


Neither of these statements has any foundation whatever. 
Neither could possibly deceive anyone who has made even a super- 
ficial study of the Colorado problem. | 


_ The most rudimentary intellect can perceive that, other things 
being equal, a high dam would be better than a low one for purposes 
of power generation, water storage and desilting. 


It is equally evident that no dam, either high or low, will interfere 
with irrigation rights long established and undisputed by anyone, so 
long as the river continues to flow. 

The United States government, appealed to by all factions to 
finance the development of the Colorado, early made it known that 
any Federal! aid would be confined to financing the construction of a 
low dam for flood-control purposes. If a high dam is to be built, or a 
superstructure imposed upon the government's low dam so as to make 
a high dam, the factions at interest must themselves-get together and 
find the money. 


Ten years of quarreling among the factions at interest have made 
it evident that Imperial Valley may be wiped out by floods long before 
any agreement making possible a high dam is reached. 

All agree that flood protection, such as would be afforded by a 


sideration. 

Therefore, on the principle that half a loaf is better than no bread, 
The Times has supported the Federal low-dam proposal. 

The Ail-American Canal is not so much a project as it is a political 
shibboleth. 

It had its origin in the plan of private land-owners to bring water 
from the river to their hirh ground east of Imperial Valley. Unable 
to pay its huge cost themselves, they conceived the idea of extending 
it so as to carry all of Imperial Valley's irrigation water and thus mak- 
ing it possible to distribute its cost among all the land-owners in the 
valley. They made it a political issue and labeled it “All-American” 
asa bait for votes. 

Building such a canal would not add one drop of water to the 
amount now available on the American side of the line: nor would it 
take away one drop from the Mexican side. 

When flood control is established to equate the flow of the river 
there will be many times as much water as needed at all seasons for 
everybody for a céntury to come. 

Mexican lands are entitled to half the water that enters Imperial 
Valley under an agreement made when the present canal was built. 
They have never taken it and probably never will take it. 

The water now flows in a canal that follows the contour of the 
country, which takes it into Mexico for part of its journey into the 
American side of Imperial] Valley. This canal is adequate to supply 
water for all userg. 

The projected All-American Canal would cost at least $30,000,000, 
eye more. It would have to be built through some sixty miles of 

igh and drifting sand hills, making its maintenance very costly. 

It is not only unnecessary, but its construction would actually bank- 
rupt hundreds of Imperial Valley farmers who would have to pay the 
bill. Seventy per cent of the present land-owners would be practically 
wiped out. None would get any more water or get it cheaper. 

But if it were built, the present canal in Mexico would revert to 
the Mexican land-holders and the American-side farmers would lose 
the $6,000,000 or so they have invested in it. 

If-they consulted their own private interests, therefore, the owners 
of Mexican lands would be the warmest supporters of the All-American 
Canal. They would lose nothing and would gain much by its building. 

The publisher of The Times and his associates of the Colorado 
River Company would profit personally and tremendously—but it would 
be at the cost of ruin to most of the smal! land-holders on the American 
side and to the rest a staggering burden for generations. 

For that reason, and only for that reason, these men oppose the 
canal project as being against the public interest. 

Further, the Colorado River Land Company has voluntarily waived 
its admitted rights to a guaranteed supply of water. If Los Angeles, 
for example, should need the water now being used to irrigate the 
company’s lands, it could have it without protest. 

Further, the Colorado River Land Company is preparing, at its own 
expense, to create great water reservoirs on its property to supply lands 
on both sides of the line in times of extreme low water, should such a 
step be made necessary by continued delay in the building of a stor- 
age dam. 

Further, the users of water in Mexico now pay and for several 
years have considerably more than paid the entire cost of maintenance of 
the canal system from the intake to the American border, some fifty miles 
from the river. The effect of this is that the Mexican users deliver the 
water free to the American farmers at the border and add a substantial 
cash bonus besides. The farmers below the line are entitled to water under 
the canal agreement at 50 cents per acre foot. This sum they have

Mark Rose is the leading advocate of the | 
All-American Canal in Imperia] Valley. He. 
and his associates in an organization 
known as the Imperial Laguna Water Com- 
pany first sought to put the canal through 
as @ private enterprise to irrigate east side 
mesa lands which they owned and still own 
and to which they are still trying to get 
water. When Rose became a director of 
the Imperial Irrigation District he contrived 
to make the canal project a district under- 
taking and presented a bill for $76,220 for 
surveys he had made while it was still his 
private enterprise. In deciding aga.ser 
this claim the court used the follawing lan- 
guage: 

“During all the time the sald im 
perial Laguna Water Company and the 
said Mark Rose claim that they were 
performing or rendering service for and 
In behalf of said Imperial Irrigation Die 
trict, they were and each of them was 
working solely for their own Interest 
and against the best interest of the 
imperial Irrigation District.” 


In addition to thus promoting his per- 
sonal ends through advocating the “All- 
American Canal,” Rose and his fellow-dl- 
rectors of the Imperial Irrigation District 
have derived other perquisites from the 
enterprise. The grand jury of Imperial 
county has lately brought formal accusa- 
tions against them charging malfeasance in 
office. Rose is personally accused of turn- 
ing in fraudulent expense vouchers, pre 
sumably for mileage, etc., on his many trips 
to Washington and elsewhere in the inter- 
ests of his canal project. He is charged 
with fraudulently conspiring with two other 
directors to seize control of district affairs 
aud to administer them “solely for their 
own persona] interests.” They are charged 
with the illegal expenditures of district 
money and with discharging large numbers 
of employees so as to retain only those 
favorable to their personal ends. 

In a decision handed down yesterday Su 
perior Judge Guerin granted an injunction 
restraining the directors from the further 
expenditure of public money for the purpose 
of influencing legisiation In Washington. 
In the past five years more than $300,000 of 
district funde have been illegally expended 
for lobbying and prépaganda, most of it for 
Rose's canal project. ‘ 

Mayor George E. Cryer of Los Angeles 
made a municipal campaign issue of the 
All-American. Canal, 300 miles from Los 
Angeles, in rettirn for political support for 
his reelection and for consideration by 
Hiram Johnson and Kent K. Parrot for the 
Republican nomination for Governor In 
1926. 

Support of the canal project and the 
Swing-Johnson Bill bas earned for Council- 
man Ralph Criswell many pleasant junket- 
ing trips to Washington and the pledge of 
pélitical support for his candidacy for Con- 
gress in the Tenth District next fall. 

Such are the principal supporters of the 
Swing-Johnson Bill and the All-American 
Cana! and such are their several “unselfish 
interests” In those projects. These are the 
men who hare denounced The Times for 
opposing the same projects and thereby 
thwarting their schemes. That they should 
impute to The Times motives for that op- 
position as unworthy as their own was to 
have been expected. 

The Times is fully aware that many per. 
sons of unquestioned integrity and public 
spirit, but not fully informed, favor the 
Swing-Johnson bill and its canal rider. 
With such it has no quarrel. It seeks only 
to advise them of the facts and is content 
to abide by the result.

L. L. Hill Urges Honoring of 
Jedediah Smith 


Next Year Centennial of 
Explorer's Arrival 


Speaker Tells History of 
Great Pioneer 


“The coming year will mark the 
one hundredth anniversary of the 
arrival in California of the frst 
American overland and Southern 
falifornia ought to conduct a cele- 
bration in honor of the event and 
in honor of the man that wil! ri- 
val San Francisco’s Diamond Vubi- 
lee celebration and parade of thts 
year.” 

This plea was made Wednesday 
noon by Laurence lL. Hill of the Se- 
curity Trust and Savings bank in 
an address before the Los Angeles 
Masonic Club tn its new Grand av- 
enue quarters on the subject “Je- 
dediah Smith, California's Great 
Unsung Hero.” 

November 27 of next year, Mr. 
Hill explained, will mark the one 
hundredth anniversary of Jede- 
diah Smith’s arrival at old Mis- 
sion San Gabriel where he was 
welcomed by the hospitable padres 
es the first of our nationals to 
find his way from the Mississipp! 
to the Pacific Ocean. “Smith was 
@s great a pathfinder as either 
Lewis or Clark and ft is only a 
question of time until he is so 
recognized by the American public 
in general and Californians in par- 
ticular.” Mr. Hill said. 

“The nofthern part of Califor- 
nia very appropriately has made 
more of Admission Day t South- 
ern California, form this end of the 
State counted for so little in the 
days of the historic gold rush. But 
with equal appropriateness South- 
ern Califorhia can take the lead in 
a celebration of Notember 27 for 
Jedediah Smith, who eventually 
was the explorer of all parts of 
California, first found his way into 
the State through Cajon Pass and 
remained longer in the South than 
in any other section,” said Mr. 
Hill 


“The instinct of hero worship Is 
as deeply implanted here as any- 
where else,”’ the speaker continued, 
“and Sou‘hern California may well 
worship at the shrine of Jedediah 
Smith, its great unsung hero. Aft- 
er next year he willl be better 
known and if Southern California 
recognizes him as it shou.d with a 
great celebration it will not be 
long before he will take his place 
along side of Lewis and Clark in 
national recognition. 

“Nothing much is known of this 
extraordinary character, ‘edediah 
Smith, until he was 27 years of: age, 
other than the fact that he was 
one of a pioneering family of four- 
teen children. 

“Jedediah Smith had six 
more years to live after he reached 
27, but in that brief remasming pe- 
riod he crossed and recrossed afoot 
and horseback the American West 
from the upper Missouri River to 
the Platte and from the Columbia 
to the Colorado and westward to 
the Pacific. Once on the Coast he 
tyaversed it from the Mojave to 
Puget Sound. He was the 
white man to make his way across 
the great desert between t Lake 
and Southern California. e Un- 
ion Pacific now follows his trail. 
He was the first American to en- 
ter San Joaquin and Sacramento 
Valleys, and to again find. his way 
out through the Sierras back to 
Salt Lake. The Central Pacific now 
follows that trail. He was first to 
disprove the theory the: a mighty 
river ran direct from the Great 
Sait Lake to the Pacific Ocean. He 
made the first reliable map of the 
West. He was tue first to navi- 


gate the Colorado. He traced the, 


courses of unknown rivers, discov- 
ered the resources of sanknown re- 
gions, delineated the character, sit- 
-uation, number and habits of un- 
*known na’‘ions. 

“The ‘Pathfinder of the Sierras’ 
was a man of great gentleness. 
Fet he engaged in almost contin- 
uous warfare with nature and the 
Indians. ‘A very mild mran and a 
Christian,’ one biographer calis 
him: Still this very mild man on 
more than one occasion was al- 
most the sole survivor of terrible 
massacres. He Killed four Indiens 
in sngle combat while mortally 
wounded. Yet to the Indians of 
the Platte he was the first to bring 
Christianity. 

“Smith lived in the period *of 
religious flux and unrest, when re- 
ligion had become to the back- 
woodsemen the great vital Issue of 
life. He made his religion an 
active principle of personal] con- 
duct. He was a Protestant of the 
old school and yet he spoke of 
Father Sanchez of the San Gabriel 
Miasion as the greatest friend he 
had met with tn all his travels. 

“Trapp'ng and trading in furs 
was Smith's business. But as one 
of his biographers says. his real 
business in fact was not so much 
the taking of furs as the extension 
of American influence through the 
wilderness. He was an empire 
builder. That personal gain and 
the prosecution. of trade was -not 
the great actuating motive in his 
life ie attested to In one of his last 
letters to one of his brothera. 

Jedediah Smith met hig death 
alone in the desert. A terrible 
drought had left his third and last 
westward-journeying party with 
an exhausted water supply. Swol- 
len-tongued and wild-eyed from 
thirst the members had finally 
separated, each going in a differ- 
ent direction looking for a river or 
spring. ®&mith never returned. But 
hie arrow-plerced body was latér 
dierovered surrounded by four 
Indians.

Smuggler Has Advantage 

Tf a transfer of cargo is made the “one-hour distance” 
fs to be measured by the speed of the boat to which the 
cargo is transferred. Seizure of erring ships “for adjudi- 
cation in accordance with such laws” also is agreed. 

Even such drastic legal assistance is not considered 
sufficient to offset the advantage held by the rum-runner 
in Southern California. With San Miguel, Santa Rosa 
and San Clemente Island veritable nests of wet operatives, 
the Federal government is proposing steps to wipe away 
the stains with crushing force. 

At a meeting last Wednesday with the Los 
Chamber of Commerce, Commander Covell launched 4 
movement for the establishment at Los Angeles Harbor 
of a United States Coast Guard base for operations along 
the 500 miles of Southern California sea border. His 
recommendations were similar to those which he plans 
to forward to Rear-Admiral F. C. Billard, commandant 
of the Coast Guard at Washington, and call for wharf 
space, office quarters and commissary department of suf- 
ficient magnitude to care for upward of two-score vedsels 
and 400 men. The monthly monetary release of such « 
base would approximate not less than $75,000.

WOMEN ORGANIZE 
SEEK EQUAL CHANCE; MAN- 
AGERS ADVISE 


By Taabel Morse Jones 
Believing that a separate or- 


ganization might further the op-) 


portunities for women musicians 
in this town, a Woman's Club has 
been formed in the local Federa- 


tion of Musicians. They have met 
once a week since February with 
gratifying results. 

The professional woman musi- 
clan has come to stay. It is no 
longer of any avail for the men 
to protest, but still they do pro- 
test and that most vigorously and 
not without strong prejudice. 

Women may be this and that fn 
professional life, and they may be 
extremely irritating as coworkers, 
but it is no longer sensible to 

prejudice nor to do aught 
but accept them and proceed 
make the best of them. With train- 
ing, who knows how valuable they 
may become? 

For many years Los Angeles has 

a Woman's Symphony Or- 
chestra. it was the first ranking 
woman's orchestra to Wecome 
prominent in this country. Harley 
Hamilton, with his usual courtly 
consideration listened to the plea 
of a group of women who yearned 
for orchestral training at the time 
he was toiling to produce our first 
Los Angeles Symphony. 

later the Fadettes of Boston 
was formed and several of the Los 
Angeles women who had had the 
advantage of orchestral experience 

ined the eastern band on tour. 

© conductor was a woman. 

Phi'adelphia soon sponsored oa 
woman's orchestra and recently 
Biena Moneak, a Chicago musician 
who has conducted men's orches- 
tras tn large motion-picture thea- 
ters for several years, has organ- 
ised a Chicago Women's Orchestra 
and is making it a permanent civic 
institution. 

The respected Sir Henry Wood 
cast a bomb-shell Into the local 
discussion as to the worth of wom- 
en musicians, when he gave an 
interview to the effect that they 
were every bit as valuable in his 
Queen's Hal! Orchestra as the men, 
and that he preferred the behav- 

r of the men when the women 
were present. In he emphatic- 
ally stated that placed the 
women so that their influence 
might have its good effect. He did 
net question their musicianship. 

Women are quite customarily 
used in the theater orchestras of 
fan Francisco and one talented 
woman, Carrol] Weston, has risen 
to the place of conductor, having 
had the leadership of one of the 
b motion-picture orchestras 
tn land and also of Pantages's 
orchestra. 

Alfred Herts has taken several 
women into his symphony. 

The local Woman's Club of the 
Musicians’ Federation has for its 
president, Dr. J. M. Fernald who 
was for eight years president of 
the San Francisco Woman's Sym- 
phony Association.

PLENTY OF HELP 


“Alaskans, we soon learned, are 
particu’arly bitter against the 
practice of American motion-pic- 
ture companie. claiming to film a 
story in Alaska, then going to Ca- 
nada or some other part of the 
continent for the purpose. As a 
reault, in recognition of our hav- 
ing journeyed all the way to their 
Territory to shoot our picture, we 
were giver ‘terally the key to ev- 
erything. We had but to look at 
an object and it belonged to us. 

“It became apparent before long, 
too. that we would have ample as- 
sis‘ance. Everyone seemed deter- 
mined to help us in every way pos- 
gible and, instead of *he usual $65, 
or $7.60, or $10 a day for extra 
talent, we ned the pick of the 
Northland for the asking. 

“We-were particularly fertunate 
in the matter of Indians. Hereto- 
fore it has usually been next to 
impossible to get the full co-opera- 
tion of the natives In our case, 
nowever, all were willing te work 
for ue—and the shots we obtained 
are little short of marvelous. 

“A numtler of scenes demanded 
my riding the surf «: a kyak, As 
you may know, kKyak is the name 
of the small skin boat so greatly 
used ty the Eskimos. There is a 
hole in the tcp just large enough 
for a man's body to squeeze in, 


‘and once aboard the passenger is 


forced to sit on the bottom of the 
boat aga/ust the framework, 
KYAK TRICKY 

“Ts float kyak is somewhat 
aiMicuit, due to the fact that it 
must be taken to a spot on the 
beach where the waters come in 
and out. As the water goes back 
into the sea you run and place 
the little craft where the sea will 
float it when it washes In again. 
Them as the tide recedes, you go 
with ft, paddling hard to keep up 
with it. 

“As long as the boat is kept in 
motion, well) and good. But the 
instant momentum ceases, over 
one goes, as on a bicycle. The only 
thing to do in such a case is to 
kick the thing off, for you are

GREATER LONGEVITY: 


Allotted Span No More Brings 
Naught But labor and Sorrow 


That three score years and ten 
necessarily bring “labor and sor- 
row” or death, is a superstition 
that is slowly but surely being de- 
stroyed. 

Only recently Jean Finot. a 
French authority, gave it aa his 
considered judgment that 
coula be extended so that men 
could live healthily for a couple 
of hundred years. There have, of 
course, always been what were re- 
garded as wonderful instances of 
longevity. Thomas Parr was in 
his 150th year when he visited 
Charles I, and succumbed to in- 
digestion brought on by being 
feted at court; and Henry Jenkins 
died of a chil’ at 169. 

In modern times the number of 
centenarians has increased. The 
French authority already quoted, 
gives a hundred authentic cases of 
individuals who have lived over 
125 years; and the official statis- 
ties of the various Buropean 
countries give more than a thou- 
sand centenarians between 1869 
and 1871, three hundred of which 
were in Italy alone. In 1898, the 
State of San Palou itesued a list 
of names and statistics regarding 
centenarians, which had been rig- 
idly investigated by the local 
authorities. Out of the 2,000,000 
inhabitants, seventy were over 100 
years of age, four of these being 
103, eleven were 106, two were 
107, four were 110, yo was 120, 
and one 130 years ‘of ag 

Even more John Shell 
of Greasy Creek, Kentucky. cele- 
brated his 18ist birthday. and his 
case became widely known because 
an insurance company refused his 
application for an insurance on 
his life. The company stated that 
they would insure persons up to 
100 but not afterwards. 

At the present time there are 

300 centenarians in California 
alone, and a host of others in dif- 
ferent parts of the world: and 
thelr numbers are steadily increas- 
ing. Old age isa being put back, 
and changed conditions, ideas and 
methods are contributing largely 
to this end. 
Bome critics are inclined to 
comment, “But what is the good 
of lengthening old age uniess you 
can lengthen the years of reason- 
able vitality and health?” The 
anewer would certainly be “No 
good whatever,” or “Very little 
good.” But it ts because vitality 
and health are being sustained for 
a longer period that old age ia be- 
ing pushed back. The change 
that is coming over our ideas about 
age in modern times is very re- 
markable. Tourguenef, * in his 
work entitied “Fathers and Sons,” 
speaks seriously of two old men 
each aged 40. The readers of Bal- 
Zac were surprised because he por- 
trayed the woman of 30 as cap- 
able of loving and being loved. 
This attitude was then quite com- 
mon, but now it seems merely 
puerile. 

The recent war brought forth 
the surprising fact that the most 
famous heads of all the armies 
were almost all more than 60 
years of age. Regulations which 
had been “on paper,” limiting the 
service of military men were ig- 
nored; otherwise armies would 
have been deprived of their great- 
est and most virile leaders.— 
{Vancouver Providence.

BE. Middleon, general agent of 
the Union Pacific, over whose rails 
176 carloads have been shipped 
this season, is making preparations 
to handle a far greater numoer be- 
tween Janusry end May. Last 
year to date the Union Pacific had 
shipped only seventy-six carloads 
of the fruit. 

Une hundred and eighteen cars 
ef. RiversiGe oranges have been 
Shipped to eastern markets by the 
Santa Fe this season, according 
to officials of that road, as com- 
pared with about seventy-five last 
year.

Zelzah Pickle 


Packing Season 
Comes to Close 


| (LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE) 

ZELZAH, Dec. 26.—The work of 
repacking dill pickles at the Zelzah 
pickle factory, large branch of 
the H. J. Heinz company, has been 
completed and the plant is about 
to close down for the present sea- 
eon, according to George B. Wil- 
liams, manager of the Heinz com- 
pany interests in this section of 
the Pacific Coast. 

The plant here packed a total 
of 3500 barrels of dill pickles dur- 
ing the year now ending, or about 
175,000 gallons that have been 
shipped from the Zelzah zone. 

This season was the largest in 
the history of the plant because 
of the larger numbers of cucum- 
bers thet were grown in this vi- 
cinity this season over last year. It 
is now indicated by those in charge 
of the pickle factory and the vari- 
ous growers of cucumbers in and 
near Zelzah, that the cucumber 
crop In 1926 will be between 20 
and 30 per cent larger than it was 
this year. Williams states’ that 
the.

ratio. It appears that the ratio 
for the end of this year will be 
6.4 feet per capita.”

“When friction sets in through 
lack of proper lubrication such 
parts become hot. The heat takes 
the temper or life out of the metal. 
Crystallization sets in and the parts 
tbeoome brittle and break.”

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South’s Grea Returns Best in Six Years 


“Nation's Agricultural White Spot” Outdoes Self in Year Now Ending.

FTER several mediocre crop years, the 
Anu bounty of Southern California’s 
unrivalled natural blessings was be- 
stowed upon her agriculturists during the 
twelve months just closing. A succession 
of profitable harvests, straight through the 
year, have been known, and although some 
industries have received a greater share 
than others, the Southland crop total stands 
out high above that of last season and the 
average of the past several years. 

Taking the State as a whole, it is general- 
ly conceded that the crop return for 1925 
has been substantially larger than in any 
year since 1919. But as the greatest gains 
are in agricultural commodities produced 
chiefly in the southern counties, the South- 
land appears to have received a lion’s share 
of the augmented crop return this year. In 
fact, the ten southern counties, which are 
generally considered to make up agricul- 
tural Southern California, produced between 
45 and 560 per cent, in carlot volume, and 
about 60 per cent in value, of the total 
perishable production of California. 

The crop year 1925 was characterized by 
lower ylelds of some few important crops, 
but a normal production of the majority of 
our many specialties. Due to better condi- 
tions in the markets, good quality in produc- 
tion, and few instances of above-normal 
production, there has been a general higher 
price trend for Southland agricultural com- 
modities. This has resulted in the extreme- 
ly favorable financial condition of our agri- 
cultural industries, and should _ stabilize 
many which have had some struggle during 
the past few years. It has also stimulated 
interest in farm lands, which, in turn, has 
resulted in the inauguration of many new 
farm land development projects. 


On the whole, then, Southland agriculture 
is in good shape, rounding out a five-year 
period of successive dry seasons to lead the 
country in value of unit production, as was 
the case with Los Angeles county, and to 
again answer critica with proof that in 
spite of adversity which the dry years in- 
disputably bring, the Southland is still the 
nation’s agricultural “white spot.” 


CITRUS RECORDS BROKEN 


The most outstanding gain in money re 
turn was the record f. o. b. return to the 
State’s citrus industry of $93,000,000 an- 
nounced by the California Fruit Growers’ 
Exchange for the period ending October 31. 
About 90 per cent of this return was to 
growers in the ten southern counties. In 
comparison with the value of crops of other 
years, as reported by E. B. Kaufman, Califor- 
nia Crop Reporting Service, Statistician, this 
figure represents $38,000,000 more than was 
received in 1924, and $28,000,000 more than 
was ever before received by the citrus 
growers for a twelve-month period. And if 
these growers wanted to make some more 
comparisons, they could point out that this 
$93,000,000 represented $3,000,000 more than 
the total agricultural production, both crop 
and livestock, for Florida in 1924. The 
Florida figure is from that State’s own agri- 
cultural commissioner. 


The 1925-26 citrus season, well under 
way, has been profitable so far, especially 
in the first few weeks of movement. 
Navels grown north of Tehachapi, the first 
California oranges to appear in the new 
season, were two weeks earlier than usual, 
and started off on the extremely high price 
level that held to the last on the 1924-1925 
crop. The result was a good “clean-up” 
for the growers. The market took a little 
slump after Thanksgiving, but is now hold- 
ing firm. As the new crop is not overly 
large, another good season is expected. 
Florida has a short crop and the storms 
there have hurt the citrus districts, so that 
not many oranges are rolling from that 
State at this writing. | 

It is only natural that the orange and 
lemon grower should have a sort of “Sun- 
kist” smile on his face these days. The 
year has shown that his industry is not 

only the most picturesque in the Southland, 
but the one which leads in money return. 
In other words, the prosperity in the indus- 
try this year proves that our orange trees 
were not planted for “tourist bait” and to 
furnish scenery for trolley and auto tours, 
but ere helping put Southern California in 
the limelight as a consistent agricultural 
“headliner.” 

THE DECIDUOUS FRUITS 


Growers of other tree and vine crops in 
the Southland also had a good year, gener- 
ally speaking. The deciduous fruit industry 
of Southern California is really small com 
pared with that of the central and northern

counties. are scattered generally 
throughout the section, as are many other 
deciduous fruits. The Southern California 
acreage of bearing apricots was 25,515 acres 
at the beginning of this crop year; peaches 
are bearing on 23,830 acres, pears on 11,149 
acres, and apples on 15,764 acres. 


The apricot growers received fair prices 
for their fruit in all districts of Southern 
California this year, considering the 
quality of the fruit. Although the canning 
crop was very short, dry yards ran to ca- 
pacity during a large part of the season, 
and dried fruit prices were exceptionally 
high. A conservative estimate on the 
volume and value of the apricot crop this

‘year would be $1,530,000. Canners and dry- 


ers paid growers around $30 per ton for 
their fruit. 

The peach crop was below normal, but 
the quality was good, generally speaking, 
and prices were generally high. In fact, the 
Riverside and San Bernardino County Grow- 
ers’ Association pooled their fruit, and were 
able to secure $5 a ton higher than the pre- 
vailing prices paid by northern canners. As 
a rule, they have received about $5 a ton 
less. Most canners operated throughout 
the season on peaches, and the pack of this 
fruit in Southern California was 1,176,000 
cases, or about double that of 1924. This 
did not all represent Southland production,

Southern California Wins Two Places on 
All-American Holstein Team 


By ROBERT T. 


REEDERS of pure-bred live stock are 
constantly striving to produce animals 
that approach ideal types. These ideals 

are generally set so high that few can 
reach them in their breeding operations. 
Visionary though it may seem, too, ideals 
change as time goes on to incorporate any 
new improvement in characteristics that 
may be created by master breeders. In the 
make-up of the ideal type, whether it be 
cattle, horses, sheep or hogs, or the breeds 
thereof certain definite standards enter. 


The Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America, in its efforts to establish a stand- 
ard Holstein type, has produced artists’ 
models of the ideal Holstein male and fe 
male. With these models as guides, com- 
petent judges make up a list each year of 
the animals that most nearly conform to 
the ideal type of Holstein in the various 
Classes from junior celf to mature. animal. 
This list, which is known as the “All-Amert- 
can” group of champions is selected by the 
Holstein judges of the National Dairy Show, 
Eastern States Exposition, Waterloo Dairy 
Cattle Congress, and the Pacific Internation- 
al Livestock Exposition, with the editor of 
the Holstein-Friesian World acting as an ex- 
officio member of the committee after an 
inspection of the best Holsteins shown at the 
big shows of the United States and Canada. 


Needless to say, the selection of this 
group is a difficult task, as the form and 
shOwing of the animals changes during a 
season on the show circuit. Some of the 
animals chosen appeared before these 
judges a number of times and some were 
placed differently at different shows. While 
there is always room for a difference of 
opinion, it is difficult to imagine a better 


method of selecting such a list of leading | 


show animals on the fair circuit. 


LYANS 


Billiwhack Stock Farm, Santa Paula, 
owned by August A. Rubel, has the honor 
of being twice represented on this list for 
the show season of 1925. No other herd in 
the United States or Canada had more than 
one animal in the All-American. In the se- 
lection of Jennie DeKol Segis Walker an 
undefeated 3-year-old heifer in Billiwhack 
Stock Farm herd, as the All-American 3- 
year-old, the judges have chosen an animal 
which they believe most strikingly portrays 
the ideal for a Holstein heifer of that age. 
The other animal selected from this great 
Ventura county livestock breeding establish- 
ment is Berylwood Prince Beauty DeKol, 
a junior bull calf that was undefeated in 
class wherever shown this year. This re- 
markable youngster is a son of the famous 
bull, Prince Aaggie of Berylwood, for which 
Mr. Rubel paid the Berylwood Stock Farm, 
Hueneme, $110,000 at the time he acquired 
the Berylwood herd. Berylwood Prince 
Beatity DeKol placed first in his class at 
the San Joaquin County Fair, Stockton; 
California State Fair, Sacramento, Ventura 
County Fair, Ventura; Utah State Fair, Salt 
Lake City; the Pacific International Live- 
stock Exposition, Portland, and the Pacific 
Slope Dairy Show, Oakland. He was also 
crowned junior champion at both the Port- 
land and Oakland live-stock events. He re- 
ceived the unanimous vote of the All-Amert- 
can committee, being considered outstand- 
ing in the bull class. 


In selecting him as the All-American bull 
calf, the judging committee has not only 
signally honored Billiwhack Stock Farm 
herd but has automatically paid tribute to 
his illustrious sire whose get has made such 
sensational winnings this year in the West- 
ern show circuit. The show herd from this

however, as some tonnage ‘brought 
down from the San Joaquin Valley to local 
plants. 

On a basis of bearing acreage and crop 
conditions the Southland peach crop should 
have yielded Southland growers around 
$3,000,000, for both canning fruit and that 
sold fresh. 

The apple crop was almost negligible this 
year in Southern California. It was esti- 
mated that the crop in important producing 
districts was less than 40 per cent normal. 
The crop brought around $750,000 to grow- 
ers this year. 

The Southern California pear 
acreage centers in Antelope Valley, where 
there are around 3500 acres in trees, and in 
Kern county, around Tehachapi. The pear 
crop, too, was short, and growers in the 
Antelope Valley did not do well, generally 
speaking. While the local market was fair, 
a large volume of fruit was shipped East 
and put in storage, in anticipation of higher 
prices that did not come. The Tehachapi 
pear crop was largely sold to canneries, al- 
though it was negligible, due to untimely 
frosts. A conservative estimate of the value 
of pears produced in the Southland this 
year would be around $1,000,000. 

Other fruits not so important in the ship- 
ping trade, but which have local commercial 
importance agd add value to local produc- 
tion are plums, $100,000; prunes, $180,000: 
cherries, $50,000; figs $150,000; persimmons, 
$85,000; pomegranates, $25,000; olives, 
$50,000 and avocadoes, $200,000. The avo 
cado figure is estimated from  fig- 


' ures supplied from the California Avocado 


Growers’ Exchange. Others are based on 
acreage normal yield, condition at time of 
harvest and prevailing prices during the 


season. 
HUGE GRAPE DEAL 


The grape deal in California was the larg- 
est in history, with over 73,000 cars moving 
from shipping points, not counting truck 
movement into the larger California cities, 
which would perhaps total around 3000 
more cars. 

Generally speaking, the deal was charac- 
terized by a late but good demand for juice 
stock and a draggy market on table grapes. 
Growers and shippers who handled their 
stocks intelligently, shipping the grapes 
when they were ready to ship, made some 
money, but those who attempted to specu- 
late did not do so well. 

Southern California grapes, save those of 
Kern county; were not of special impor- 
tance on the market. San Diego county al- 
ways has high quality products, but this 
year a large percentage of the crop was 
lost. The middle season stuff from River- 
side and San Bernardino county met a lot 
of competition on the local market from 
Kern county stocks, which were in heavy 
supply, and consequently buyers could often 
purchase lots on the market cheaper than 
they could in the field. This condition is 
emphasized because it points out that there 
are ample plantings of grapes in middie 
season districts. 

The early grape producers of the Coachel- 
la, Palo Verde and Imperial valleys made 
money. They averaged 6 or 7 cents a 
pound on their 500-car movement, a price 
which is not to be “sneezed at.” 

Over the State generally, it is being real- 
ized that there are too many grapes for a 
stable industry. What the condition next 
year will be, with the new plantings coming 
into bearing, is problematical. 

According to price trends and present 
bearing acreage, the value of all grapes in 
the ten southern counties should de around 
$8,000,000. 

BIG WALNUT CROP 

The walnut crop was the second largest 
known to the industry, acording to the Cali- 
fornia Walnut Growers’ Association. The 
total production of merchantable nuts is 
figured at 54,000,000 pounds. Opening prices 
were, for No. 1 soft shell, 24 cents; baby 
soft shell, 15 cents: large budded, 29 
cents; and medium budded, 22 cents. These 
prices average 1 cent a pound lower than 
those of 1924. 

There was a marked turn to dehydration 
in the Southern California walnut industry 
this season, when 110 plants handled 25 per 
cent of the crop. In 1924, but forty plants 
operated, taking care of only about 10 per 
cent of the production. 

The total crop is expected to bring close 
to $14,000,000. 

Field crops largely grown in the South- 
land, such as beans, cotton, sugar beets, 
hay and grains, present a more complex 
picture. In some instances, large crops 
were known; in others, yields fell below 
normal. Generally speaking, however, the 
field crop year in money return, was above

Not" only, it is said, do Carpinteria bean 
seeds command better prices, but the citrus 
fruits ripen at seasons when fruit in many 
other sections is still green. Seed beans 
from the valley brought as high as 15 cents 
per pound this year, and yields of a ton 
or more per acre were the rule rather than 
the exception.

GROWS GOOD TOBACCO

SOUTH’S CROP RETURNS 


The spring lettuce deal in other districts 
was “not so good,” so to speak, this apply- 
ing principally to growing areas along 
the coast in Ventura, Santa Barbara, San 
Diego and San Luis Obispo counties. This 
was due to adverse weather conditions dur- 
ing the growing season. Slime was appar- 
ent in most fields. As a result, yields were 
low, quality ordinary to poor, and returns 
were not great. 

In the case of lettuce, Southern California 
must admit that aside from the Imperial 
deal, she fell down on her great introduc: 
tion—head lettuce—this year. Since the 
last of the Imperial crop rolled eastward, 
the lettuce from other districts has been 
ordinary, and we have not produced enough 
to supply our own needs. However, due to 
this scarcity of supplies, prices during the 
fall ruled high. During December some fair 
quality lettuce has been moved from San 
Fernando Valley, and from a new planting 
in Riverside county, but judging from the 
carlots rolled from the southern division as 
reported by the Bureau of Markets, the ship- 
ments of lettuce from the ten southern 
counties, other than those from Imperial 
Valley, brought leas than $2,000,000, f.0.b. 

The next big deal after Imperial lettuce 
in the spring is the Coachella Valley Ber- 
muda onion movement in late April and 
May. Here again growers hit a bull's eye. 
Around 700 cars rolled from the valley at 
prices as high as $2.90 per fifty-six-pound 

crate. Considering $2.25 as the average 
f.o.b. price this year, 
worth $787,500. Other onions would bring 
the total Southern California onion crop 
value to about $820,000. The Coachella Ber- 
muda deal was considered the best in years, 
and growers are increasing their acreage, 
which, of course, may not prove a wise 
move, 

After the Bermuda onions were out of the 
way, the next yegetable movement of im- 
portance was the cantaloupe deal in Im- 
perial, already mentioned and the melon 
shipments from Kern county. The Impertal 
crop turned out well, but growers and ship- 
pers were generally disappointed with the 
Kern deal. This was due to weather con- 
ditions during the growing season. 

PLANTINGS SHIFTING 


Cauliflower acreage is gradually moving 
out and away from the city of Los Angeles, 
and from the county. This year, the 1924 
planting was not entirely off until April, 
but the 1925 early plantings were about a 
month late. It seems that the cauliflower 
industry is changing each year, both as to 
season, and growing districts. There were 
about 300 acres in Orange county this year, 
on land not before planted to the crop, and 
some on new land in Ventura and Santa 
Barbara counties. As to total plantings, it 
is generally conceded that the acreage is 
larger by from 300 to 500 acres than it was 
last year. From shipments from January 
to May, and those rolled already this sea- 
> a value of $900,000 can be conservative- 
y 
Southern California’s four celery districts, 
Chula Vista, Irvine Ranch, El Monte and 
Venice, will produce a total of about 1500 
cars this season. The demand has been 
good and although the Venice stock runs 
to large sizes, returns have been good, as 
yields run as high as 600 crates per ace. 
At the average f.o.b. price for the year, the 
crop should have brought $1,125,000. The 
outlook is for a great increase in the Venice 
celery acreage during the coming year. All 
growers report larger orders of plants for 
spring plantings to the greenhouses. 

The blight and wilt made great inroads 
into Southern California tomato acreage and 
production this Year. But 890,000 cases 
were canned, although fresh fruit shipments 
were around 1350 cars. The Southern Call- 
fornia tomato deal is becoming more and 
more a highly speculative affair. Many 
growers and shippers lost heavily this year, 
and it is conceded that the total return for 
the crop was less than $700,000 for table 
stock, and about $300,000 for canning to- 
matoes. 

Mixed car movements of vegetables were 
especially heavy during the fall, due to 
weather conditions in several producing dis- 
tricts in the Southern States. All in all, the 
year was an encouraging one for vegetables 
growers. Much new land is being given 
over to this activity. 

Market gardeners around Los Angeles and 
these smaller cities were especially favored, 
with good prices ruling on produce and 
berries all through the year. These are

approximately $190,000,000. Livestock prod- 
ucts, which have an annual value of around 
$43,000,000 will increase this total still far- 


ther. This is a first estimate only, based 
on incomplete returns from various 
sources, but it is close enough to give an 


idea of value of our agricultural crops, 
and to show that in spite of several 
dry years, Southern California is still more 
than holding her own in agricultural pro-

In Retrospect . 

THE brink of a new year let us turn 
around and cast a retrospective eye 
over the twelve months past. Have we 
merely marked time, have we slid back, or 
have we made an actual advance? Without a 
review of the past year we can hardly make 
intelligent resolutions for the one to come. 

On page three of this issue is an article 
concerning the crops of 1925. Behind the 
sober, straightforward statements of facts 
we see achievement of a high order.

that of last year, and the five-year average 
since 1919. 

Cotton has come to the front conspicu- 
ously during the past few years in Southern 
California. The acreage has shown a tre- 
mendous increase, and this year the San 
Joaquin Valley districts contributed the 
largest proportion of the augmented total. 
The 1924 crop of Cal#fornia and the Lower 
California side of Imperial Valley was 145,- 
000 bales and was harvested from about 
263,000 acres; this year, in the same area, 
there are around 300,000 acres from which 
a yield of close to 200,000 bales is expected. 

The price on cotton has averaged 
about 21 cents in New York since ginning 
started this year. California cotton is 
bringing some premium over these quota- 
tions, however, and the return to growers 
for the California crop should be in the 
neighborhood of $20,000,000. Of this total, 
$16,000,000 is Southern California's 
share. 

The 1925 cotton season has been fruitful 
in pointing out many significant facts to the 
industry, and several important meetings of 
men prominent in cotton growing, financing 
and marketing have been told. The last 
one, held in Los Angeles December 4, re- 
sulted in the adoption of some sound and 
practical resolutions as to the future of the 
industry and these it is hoped will help 
prevent cotton “getting out of 
any district. 

During recent years, there has been & 
definite turn to irrigation in the bean grow- 
ing districts. The result has been an in- 
crease in average yields per acre. While 
the area planted to all sorts of beans has 
ben growing smaller each year, the 1925 
crop was much larger than that of 1924.

able, but the California Lima Bean Growers’ 
Association has placed the 1925 crop of 
regular limas at 750,000 bags, and that of 
baby limas at 210,000 bags. This can be 
compared with 467,000 bags of regular 
limas in 1924, and 245,000 bags of baby 
limas for that year, allowing for 10 per cent 
shrinkage in cleaning. The value of the 
crop, at present prices of $10.50 per cwt. 
for regulars, and $10.25 for baby limas, 
would be in the neighborhood of $9,000,000 
for the total lima crop comprising that 
which is to be marketed and that held as 
seed. Other beans in the ten southern 
counties should bring this total up to *15,-

MORE COWS TO BE TESTED 


TULARE.—Plans for enlargement of the 
Tulare County Co-operative Cow-Testing As- 
sociation, which was organized three months 
ago, have been announced. Previous plans 
for formation of another unit were recent- 
ly discarded. Another man will be added 
for testing work when needed. Since or 
ganization the association has grown from 
1075 cows to 1149 and 100 more cows are 
expected to be added soon. The Henry 
Skidmore herd again led the association in 
November in production of butter fat, with 
an average of 39.3 pounds. .The herd of F. 
C. Hoffman was second with an average of 
38.5 pounds. In the purebred class produc: 
ing forty pounds of fat or over, four ani- 
mals in Sargent Brothers’ herd exceeded the

MILLION-DOLLAR CROP 

STRATFORD.—The grain crop of the Tw 
lare lake bed east of Stratford was worth 
around a million dollars in 1925, the yield 
being surprisingly good despite a lack of 
rain in the late spring. The value of the 
year’s crop exceeds that of 1924 by $160,000, 
but does not come near that of the bumper 
year of 1923, which brought the big crain 
growers over $4,000,000. The tonnage of 
the grain crops of Kings county is a trifle 
less than that of the previous year, with 
wheat and bariey running under and milo 
over the yields of 1924. The yields are 
given as follows: Wheat, 205,713 sacks; 
barley, *23,703, and milo, 53,325. In addition 
734 sacks of alfalfa seed were produced. 
The average prices paid at shipping points 
were $2.60 per hundred for wheat, $1.55 for 
barley, $1.80 for milo maize and 20 cents 
a pound for alfalfa seed.

While there 
was a noticeable “splitting” of oranges at 
the navel end during November and October 
in Many groves, this has stopped and the 
fruit has been coloring rapidly. Weather 
conditions are now the only hazard and most 
of the larger groves and many of the small- 
er ones are more adequately equipped for 
heating than during any previous season.

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Harvesting a ‘Sixty - five -Section’ Corn 


Field in Kern County 


R. BENSON 


By AR. 


N THE map, Kern county's largest corn 
O field is designated as- Buena Vista 

Lake. In years of average rainfall, 
too, the “lake” is a broad expanse of shal- 
low water into which drain the Kern River 
and the intermittent and often torrential 
stream rising to the West among the bar- 
ren, dome<«haped hills of the Midway oll 
fields. Buena Vista's fame has already 
been proclaimed as a duck-hunters’ Para- 
dise. It remained for the period of drouth 
during the past few years to reveal its 
greater worth as farm land par excellence. 


During the hot summer months, when 
the crop was green and growing, the lake 
bottom of Buena Vista was a _ veritable 
oasis, with the Elk Hillis on one side, bar- 
ren “flats” sloping down from the Taft oil 
fields on another, and, eastward, a broad 
expanse of sandy mesquite-dotted plains, 
where Miller & Lux cattle formerly grazed 
‘In herds numbered by the tens of thou- 
sands. The “lake” itself is part of the Mil- 
ler & Lux estate and is leased to temporary 
tenants. From the point of view of the 
estate, the “lake” is more valuable as a 
reservoir wherein may be stored the water 
for flooding the mesquite plains where 
Miller & Lux cattle may be grass-fattened 
as of old. From that of the present tenant. 
the years of drouth have been years of 
plenty, for the rich black sediments of the 
lake bottom, retentive of moisture and ex- 
tremely fertile, have yielded enormous 
crops of grain. 


This year, the sixty-five sections (more or 
less) of the lake—none seems to know just 
what area is being cropped—were planted 
to milo maize. The Harvest has recently 

mn in progress and a steady stream of 
trucks and trailers has been rumbling over 
the twenty-six-mile road to Bakersfield.

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60,000 sacks had been threshed and the 
crop was then less than half gathered. 
Nor does. this take into account the large 
amount of grain left behind by the thresh- 
ing crews—smashed to ground by the ma- 
chinery or skipped along ditch banks. The 
stubble and this unharvested grain revert 
to the owners of the land upon termina- 
tion of the harvest and, barring floods, will 
make splendid fattening pasturage for 
cattle. 

Farming sixty-five sections to one crop 
calls for large scale operations all through 
the history of the crop.. An outfit of three 
“caterpillar” 75's hauling combined harvest- 
ers and threshers cuts wide swathes around 
the contoured fields, yet a bird's-eye view 
from the near-by hills revealed when this 
was written a panorama of field after field 
remaining ripe with grain.

harvest is a race with Nature, for a general 
heavy rain in the South San Joaquin Val- 
ley would dump acres of feet of flood wa- 
ter into the lake and the crop would be 
lost. This loss was suffered a few years 
ago when the bottoms were being cropped 
to wheat. Even the twenty-foot swathes 
cut by each combine are none’ too 
large to insure the salvaging of the entire 
crop. 

All the hauling, eveti from the flelds, is 
done by truck. The big trucks which make 
the haul to Bakersfield obtain a partial load 
in the field. Small trucks, making quick 
trips from the field while the large trucks 
are receiving their own loads, transfer loads 
to the trailers near the highway, where the 
big fellows can easily pick them up. Small 
trucks, too, haul out the sacks needed to 
complete the loading of the big transport 
fleet so that it will be doing full duty. 


Hopi Bean Thrives in 
Santa Ynez Valley 


SANTA BARBARA.—Material changes 
are taking place in the bean crops north of 
the mountains in Santa Barbara county, ac- 
cording to Eugene Kellogg, county hortl- 
cultural commissioner. Heretofore tne 
small white bean has been standard in the 
north, but it is said to be slated for a fall. 
Henderson bush Limas, hitherto grown on 
the coast, almost equalled small whites in 
tonnage throughout Lompoc Valley this sea 
son, while in the Santa Ynez Valley a small 
white Lima variety of bean is producing a 
big yield per bush. According to Mr. Kel- 
logge, eastern States are producing enough 
small white beans to glut the market and 
are producing them more cheaply than can 


California ranchers. The price of small ° 


whites has dropped, he says, from 7 cents 
to little more than 4 cents, with no demand. 
The Lompoc, Santa Ynez and Santa districts 
have discovered that they can grow the 
Lima type of bean, said Mr. Kellogg, and 
by so doing they have a product with which 
the East canot compete. Indications are 
that Henderson bush Limas will far exceed 
small white beans in the Lompoc district 
next year. 

In the Santa Ynez Valley a bean knuwn 
to the Hopl Indian and grown with suc- 
cess in the arid lands of the Southwest has 
been tried and this year enough of the va- 
riety has been grown for seed in commercial 
quantities next year. When these beans 


. Were obtained from the Hopis for trial in 


this district they were pink, red and brown 
beans varying in shade but of the size and 
shape of the baby Lima. However, in some 
of the sacks brought to Santa Ynez Valley

Until: now, the Lima bean district has 
been confined to a small coastal area in 
Southern California. With the approval of 
the new.variety by the eastern markets 
(and this is confidently expected) a vast 
new area will be opened for bean growing 
and the volume of Santa Ynez Valley's 
yearly harvest is expected to be greatly in- 
creased. 

Some evidence of the productivity of 


the northern district may be gained by fig- 


ures compiled by Mr. Kellogg in checkirg 
the warehouses of the Lompoc area. They 
show in this season's receipts of beans as 
follows: Small whftes, 40,860 sacks; Hen- 
derson bush Limas, 32.392 sacks; pink 
beans, 10,907 sacks; large whites, 1783 
dacks; miscellaneous seed beans, %570 
sacks; Mexican reds, 100 sacks. 

All the products of the Lompoc Valley 
for the season, Mr. Kellogg stated, will 
reach more than a millien dollars in valua- 
tion. In additiog. to beans in the ware- 
houses there were 32,000 sacks of onicns, 
26,000 sacks of mustard seed, 5500 sacks 
of oats, 7480 sacks of barley and 1500 cases 
of honey. 


TURKEY POOLS SUCCESSFUL 


EL CENTRO.—The Imperial Valley 
Turkey Raisers’ Association was 80 suc- 
cessful in marketing the birds for the 
Thanksgiving trade that another pool was 
formed by the members and the one-third 
remaining of the original stocks after the 
November holiday were sold through the 
same agencies for Christmas. The Thanks- 
giving pool was very successful. Before it 
was formed Imperial Valley turkeys were 
being sold for from 32 cents to 35 cents. The 
final checks for the first pool amounted to 
46 cents a pound, dressed f. o. b. valley 
points. The Christmas sales were lower as 
Texas and Middle Western turkeys were 
competing in the market, but good prices 
were secured and the association's mem- 
bers are well pleased with the season's busi- 
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Squirrels a Potential 
Cotton Menace 


VISALIA.—Growers have more than onee@. 
suspected that some of the pests that beset 
the agriculturist must be possessed of some 
instinct which causes them to switch their 
line of attack to offset the wisdom of man, 
but it has remained for Oscar L. Hemphill 
and his crew of squirrel exterminators of 
Tulare county to produce some interesting 
evidence along that line. 

Squirrels in this county have been battled 
for many years with excellent success and 
an undoubted saving to the farmers, since 
the average squirrel is credited with being 
able to do 60 cents worth of damage a year 
to the crops. Poisoned barley is used most 
of the time to kill the rodents, attacks by 
gas being substituted in the winter cam- 
paign. Some weeks ago, while the fight was 
still being conducted with the treated bar- 
ley, Mr. Hemphill says, it was discovered 
that the grain was untouched by the rod- 
ents. New mixtures were tried out with 
equally poor results. Then followed a pe- 
riod of watchful waiting and study of the 
habits of the pests. Feed in the section 
was scarce, in fact, very little was to be 
had apparently, yet the squirrels waxed fat 
and saucy as they sat upon their haugches 
and made faces at their enemies. 

Then the crew discovered that the squir- 
rels had determined to experiment on their 
own hook with a new food, up to that time 
entirely untried so far as Tulate county 
rodents at least were concerned. It was 
found that they were helping themselves 
freely of cotton bolls in plantings about the 
county. 

In one squirrel hole the inspectors say 
they found ten pounds of cotton lint, and 
the owner of a near-by plantation was at 
last able to solve the mystery of the regu- 
lar disappearance of bolls from his stalks. 
Mr. Hemphill says cotton growerg forth- 
with began to take a greater interest in 
squirrel-extermination work. 

The squirrels, it appears, are extremely 
fond of the cotton seed. The staple itself 
is probably not eaten, but the effect upon 
the cotton crops of letting squirrels have 
their fllmg in the fields is obvious. The 
pests, unless fully controlled, bid fair to 
become a real menace to the new industry, 
Tulare officials say.

OTTON is one of the oldest plant crops 

known to man, history recording its use 

in India fifteen centuries before Christ. 
It has been grown in many parts of the 
world. The newest region, in the New 
World at least, to adopt it on an important 
scale is probably the San Joaquin Valley of 
California. 

As the latest addition to the seemingly 
Mmitiess list of San Joaquin'’s wealth-pro- 
ducing commodities, cotton is this year ex- 
pected to add approximately $11,500,000 to 
the total valuation cf crops produced in that 
gigantic garden. The figures represent the 
probable production’ of the four southern 
counties of Kern, Kings, Tulare and Fresno, 
while Madera county to the north, a part of 
the San Joaquin, will make a showing along 
with her sister counties. 


Valuation estimates are based on a pro 
duction this year in the valley of around 
76,000 bales, or less than one-half of 1 per 
cent, of the cotton produced in the United 
- Btates, but it is interesting to note that al- 
though cotton has been a staple crop in 
many parts of the country since 
Whitney invented the cotton gin in 1793, it 
has been produced in this part of California 
only three seasons in anything like commer- 
cial quantities. This year, for the first time, 
the returns will be large enough to make 
much of an impression in agricultural cen- 
ters. 


It is estimated that in the San Joaquin 
Valley are probably 600,000 acres now avail- 
able for cotton production, with as much 
more land suitable if proper irrigation is 
provided, making a total of a million acres 
which may some day be conceivably devoct- 
ed to this important crop. Even should 
this maximum production become a fact, 
this section would be producing less than 
6 per cent of the world’s supply and would 
hardly figure of itself as a potential factor 
in overcrowding the world market. Sound 
agricultural economists, however, point to 
other factors as a warning against over- 
doing cotton in the valley, where, as else- 
where, the cauticn against placing too Many 
@gezs in one basket holds good. 

Conditions in the Southern States have 
@o changed the cotton situation as to make 
old-time production ccsts impossible and 
have opened to other localities, with more 
Valuable lands and different labor conditions, 
an opportunity to enter a profitable field. 
Just pricr to the World War it was conced- 
ed that the crop could be produced in most 
of the southern States for from 5 to 10 cents 
a pound. Last year the commissioner of 
Agriculture of Texas, after a careful survey 
of cenditions, there announced that the cost 
in his State approximated 22 cents a pound. 
Experts say that tests have proven cotton 
can be grown in the San Joaquin for from 
eleven to fifteen cents. The market aver- 
aged 24 cents last year, and has been about 
the same this year, with buyers paying a 
premium of two cents or more a pound be- 
cause of the regularity and strength of ex- 
tra long staple of the California crop. The 
cotton-seed has lately been bringing $30 a 
ton. All has not been roses or velvet with 
the cotton men and things have not been 
up to the probably too-optimistic early-sea- 
son expectations, yet the crop may be said 
to have “made good.” 

Experimentation in a small way with va- 
rious kinds of cotton has been in progress 
in the San Joaquin Valley for twenty-five 
years but was never given serious atten- 
tion until three years ago when a large 
enough acreage was planted to prove out 
the possibilities of future development. Last 
year enough cotton was planted to attract 
attention of some of the larger dealers and 
this year the crop was approximately double 
that of 1924. 

THE CORCORAN DISTRICT 


While other counties have greater acre- 
age and have worked longer at production, 
the Corcoran district in Kings county is per- 
haps the most noteworthy of this pioneer 
group who have entered cotton culture. 
Here a large per cent of the five thousand 
residents of the district have beccme in- 
terested in cotton, with the result that it is 
highly probable that future growth of the 
industry will be larger here than in most 


parte of the valley. To care for tities year’s 
crop the city of Cocoran, with ite 1500 in- 
habitants, has provided four gins and two 
oll mills where tons of the commodity have 
been cared for as the crop has been picked. 
There is more real cotton enthusiasm in 
and near Corcoran than elsewhere and 
much of the finest part of the crop has been 
coming from this district. 


Much of the farming land in the area lies 
in what is known as the Tulare lake basin 
and up until a few years ago was flooded 
with water from the mountains each year. 
It is all dry land now and in all probability 
changed conditions have made it so that the 
floods will never come again. All of this 
land was given over each year to what was 
known as a grain gamble. Men planted 
great acreages of wheat and trusted to gocd 
fortune. If all went well they made big 
profits. If the floods came, or the year was 
exceptionally dry, there was a total loss. 
This kind of farming lacked stability and 
showed a real profit only once in several 
years. Things were bettered by the plant- 
ing of alfalfa and the subsequent building 
of a considerable dairy industry. 


Under these conditions the Corcoran dis- 
trict welcomes the advent of a new and 
staple crop more than do cther parts of the 
valley. It is asserted that there are 100,000 
acres adaptable to cotton in the district. 
The present crop success is probably due to 
the efforts of J. W. Guiberson, a leading 
hay and dairy man who carried on a large 
experiment in 1921, which attracted lead- 
ing cotton men so that a combination of 
those interested was formed and a half sec- 
tion of land was planted in 1922. This was 
enlarged slightly the next year and in 1924, 
6500 acres were planted, which produced 
5426 bales. It was considered at this time 
that there was no longer a doubt as to the 
success of the crop and others, hitherto un- 
interested, planted the crop so that it is 
expected 13,000 bales will come from the 
area this year. 


In the Corcoran district there is much land 
which can be irrigated by a gravity flow and 
where water is not available from this 
scurce both deep and shallow wells are used 
to good advantage. The so-called shallow 
wells are sunk to a depth of from three to 
six hundred feet while the deeper ones 
range from one to two thousand. Each of 
these wells have been found capable of car. 
ing for from one hundred and fifty to two 
hundred acres of cotton, with encugh water 
to spare to make the rest of a section of 
land available for other crops. 

Here, as in other parts of the valley, one 
of the, greatest mistakes of the older cot- 
ton regions has been avoided by the action 
of the California Legislature in passing a 
law that no variety of the crop other than 
Acala could be planted. When more than 
one variety is planted in any section, it has 
been found, the pollen from one field mixes 
with that of another, with the result that 
both crops are injured and a peor quality 
is the result. All California cotton is now 
guaranteed to be of one variety and thus 
far has produced a staple averaging 1 1-16 
inches in length and in many cases grow- 
ing as long as an inch and a quarter. The 
average plant around Corcoran, has been 
found to produce from thirty-five to forty 
bolls, or above what is necessary to produce 
a bale to the acre. Experts say that a pro- 
duction of thirty bolls is required for the 
bale average. From fifty to sixty of the 
white bolls to a plant is not exceptional. 


KERN’S COTTON AREA 


Kern county, just south of the Corcoran 
district, has shown rapid development in 
cotton production and with Bakersfield as 
the center, has probably established itself 
as the real center of the industry. Here 
have been gathered government experts, 
graders and farm advisors who have put 
the county in the frent rank of production 
and who have developed marketing condi- 
tions above those of other points in the 
valley. In 1924, Kern county planted 16,000 
acres of the crop and preduced 18,082 bales, 
well above the coveted average of a bale to 
the acre. This year Kern growers had 
30,000 acres under cultivation, with many 
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The acreage availiable In Kern eounty ie 
mot In as great a ratio to crop totals as in 
Kings county and parts of Freano county. 
Cotton growing in Kern county has thus far 
been confined to districts about Arvin, Shaf- 
ter, Wasco, McFarland, Weed Patch and De- 
lano. At all of these points gins have been 
established and at this season of the year 
these are being visited by buyers seeking a 
share of the superior crop. 


TULARE GROWS IT 


Tulare county, whose great diversity of 
crops has made of it one cf the wonder 
counties of the State, has found room for 
the addition of cotton and this year has had 
15,200 acres devoted to the crop. At least 
half of this land has been either nonpro- 
ductive in former years or has failed to 
show a profit to the rancher from cther 
crops. This means more net gain from cot- 
ton than would appear on the surface. 


Gins have been established at Porterville, 
Tulare, Tipton and Earlimart in Tulare 
county, with sufficient acreage near all of 
them to assure a successful season. Here, 
as elsewhere in this section of the State, 
cotton acreage has been increased only aft- 
er a fair trial. In 1924, Tulare county pro- 
duced 5216 bales from 5500 acres. This year 
there is every reason to believe the average 
production will show a gain over last year. 

On the great Tagus ranch, near Tulare, 
there is being picked this season a crop 
which the ownérs say may é¢stablish a 
world’s récord. Last year the ranch devot- 
ed 300 acres to cotton and astcnished grow- 
ers and brokers alike by growing a quality 
crop reported to have averaged 1.83 bales 
to the acre. Encouraged by this success, 
the management-devoted 900 acres to cot- 
ten this year and experts have agreed that 
the production may reach two bales to the 


acre. 
IN FRESNO COUNTY 


On the west side of Fresno county in the 
district between Firebaugh and Westhaven, 


great interest has been taken in this new 


crop and returns as good as in other places 
where cotton has been planted will go to 
growers in this county. The county ranks 
second in the number of acres planted. In 
1924, Fresno planted 7000 acres and sold 
5828 bales of the crop. This year, 17,000 
acres has been devoted to cctton. 

While, as has been said, the cotton crop 
from the four counties of Kern, Tulare, 
Kings and Fresno is a mere speck as com- 
pared to the producticn of the United 
States, it has a claim for attention because 
of the fact that it is just out of the expert- 
mental stage this year and because the 
ranchers there have been quick to recognize 
the many advantages of the crop. Last 
year, the four counties planted 36,000 acres 
and this year will cffer a crop from more 
than twice that acreage, more than doubling 
production in one season. To what extent 
the cotton crop in the San Joaquin will be 
increased remains for future years to tell, 
but it is pretty well established that it has 
come to stay and that it will each year con- 
tribute to the general prosperity of the val- 
ley. 

Cotton works well into the general scheme 
of things agricultural in the four counties 
mentioned and is cultivated along with oth- 
er preducts of the soil. The San Joaquin 
rancher plants his crop in April and works 
it with five irrigations intermittently 
through the summer. The first picking this 
year was made September 12 and until the 
first of the year the fields will be filled with 
itinerant workers picking the bolls from 
the heavy-laden plants. 


Figures Are Given on 
Kings Crops 


HANFORD.—The great diversity of agri- 
cultural crops for which California is fa- 
mous is particularly exemplified in the coun- 
ties of San Joaquin Valley where water for 
irrigation is so abundant. Of these Kings 
county in the center of the valley is one of 
the most outstanding. 

In a report by County Farm Adviser Wal- 
lace Sullivan and J. C. Griswold, county 
sealer of weights and measures, prepared 
for the California State Real Estate Associa- 
tion, the following statistical estimates of 
1925 crops for the county were collected:

peach blight, brown rot, moss and lichens. 
For serious infestations of peach twig borer, 
add three pounds of basic arsenate of lead 
to 100 gallons. Bordeaux mixture 5-5-b0 
(home made) may be used instéad of lime 
sulphur for the control of leaf curl, peach 
blight and brown rot, and the basic arsen- 
ate of lead should be added for peach twig 


If red spider becomes prevalent during 
the summer, use one of the sulphur sprays, 
using two gallons of liquid lime sulphur so- 
lution to four pounds of soluble sulphur 
(sodium sulphur) or eight pounds of dry 
lime sulphur to 200 gallons of water. If de 
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should be used. This spray should be ap 
plied not later than two or three weeks be- 
fore the fruit is picked, and should be ap- 
plied under high pressure in a thin coating 
so as to prevent splotching the fruit. 

In the fall, immediately following carly 
rains, spray with Bordeaux mixture 4-4-50 
(home made or lime sulphur—i1 in 10) for 
control of peach blight which spots and 
kills new wood and buds during winter. 

Cull fruit and prunings harbor insecfs and 
diseases and should not be allowed to ac- 
cumulate but should be destroyed prompt- 
ly by burning or burying. Proper attention 
to sanitary conditions in the orchard and 
packing houses helps reduce apraying costs. 


Emperor Grapes Prove 
a Paying Crop 


SHAFTER.—tThe shipping of this year’s 
output of Emperor grapes from the Shafter 
district is over, with a total of 165 cars sent 
out for the season. The shipping of the table 
variety from this place has become quite 
an industry by itself. The Red Emepror is 
very popular, being a good keeper, growing. 
in large bunches and having a delicious 
flavor. 

The local Emperor vineyards came into ful

bearing this year, and four of the packing 
houses in Shafter had large crews of women 
working every day packing the fruit. Some 
of the grapes are packed in boxes and some 
in large drums, sawdust being filled in 
around the bunches in each instance. The 
grapes are graded “fancy,” “U. 8S. fancy” 
and “U. 8S. fancy in drums.” The fruit was 
expected to make a hit with the eastern 
holiday trade. 


The first Emperor grape vines planted in 
Shafter were put out by Fred Mannel, who 
also packed the first drums of Emperors to 
leave this district. That was six years ago. 
Mr. Mannel handled the packing of fruit on 
his own place up to two years ago. 
packing-houses now do the work. 

Four out of the five houses here packed 
Emperor grapes this year. These had from 
twenty-five to sixty girls each employed 
during the Emperor season. 

This year the grapes brought the grover 
big returns, averaging $125 per ton. Some 
of the vineyardists reported yields of from 
eight to ten tons to the acre. 

The frost this year caught sQ@me of the 
fruit still on the vines, due to the car short- 
age this season. This shortage looked al- 
most like a calamity for a while near the 
close of the season. At one time one of the 
packing-houses had 2500 boxes piled up 
ready to ship, and not a car in sight. The 
cars finally arrived and then it meant work 
overtime to catch up. 

Many boys are employed making boxes 
during the season. During vacation this 
means quite a means of revenue for high 
school lads. The smaller boys cleat for the 
box makers. A “cleater” eventually be- 
comes a box maker. Box makers earn five 
and six dollars a day, some much more.

Perhaps if the fruit farmers of the United 
States were to organize themselves into an 
educational association, and by taxing their 
fruits a cent a basket, create a fund for the 
purpose of advertising the truth concerning 
the medicinal virtues of ripe fruit, they 
would to longer have occasion to complain 
of bad markets. Fruit juice has no calorie 
value. It is just good. 


The appetite for fruit is a natural one, 
and needs only to be restored. The coarser 
and grosser flavor of charred meats and 
. heavy gravies has blunted the fine organs 
of taste, but down in the heart of man is an 
instinctive appreciation of the products of 
vine and tree which can never be entirely 
destroyed. 


Upon this foundation there can be built 
for the benefit of the people of America an 
edifice devoted to the improvement of pub- 
lic health by way of the dissemination of 
fruit truth, 


At the root of such truth’ lie the results of 
the work of Blunt, University of Chicago, 
and Otis, College of Emporia, Kansas. 


These laboratory workers were shocked 
to find that dietitians invariably compute 
the quantity of iron in the cooked food pre- 
scribed for their patients on the published 
percentages of iron in the raw food. All 
these published percentages of mineral 
salts in foodstuffs are determined from 
analyses of the raw product. : 

Blunt and Otis, knowing that the soluble 
salte are lost in cooking, also knew that 
such loss would deprive the patient of a 
large quantity of the very elements for 
which the dieteticilans prescribed certgin 
foods. 


Selecting tron for the subject of their 
tests, they found the average loss in boil- 
ing in the usual way for spinach 43 per 
cent, for etring beans, 39 per cent, for po- 
tatoes 15 per cent. As this loss represented 
soluble iron it is probable that the remain- 
ing salt is not nearly so available for the 
use of the body. 

The other salts are lost to a similar de- 
gree, hence all vegetables which are boiled 
before serving, unless their juices are con- 
sumed as soup, make it necessary to con- 
sume more fruit, the juices of which are not 
usually poured down the waste pipe.

it is in baby’s life as well Tt 
true that he may be handicapped by his 
heredity. But if you will bear in mind that 
baby does not inherit nervousness but mere 
ly a predisposition, a tendency in this dl- 
rection, you. can then understand that 
heredity is a minor factor while his up 
bringing is the principal cause. 

When we boil all of our facts down we 
are ultimately compelled to face the simple 
conclusion that most of baby’s nervousness 
is due to wrong feeding. No matter how 
much health writers thunder against it, 
mothers remain of the belief that the cri- 
terion of baby’s health is determined by the 
poundage that can be added to his body. 

The result is that overfeeding and the 
feeding of concentrated refined foods, espe- 
cially in the form of patented cereals, con- 
stitutes the Jeading crime against baby's 
body and therefore against his nervous 
system. 

As a sequence to wrong feeding we find 
the immediate elements responsible for 
baby’s neurotic state. We may enumerate 
them into several classifications, 

For instance, we have the type of nerv- 
ousness which comes from enlarged tonsils 
and adenoids which in their turn, come 
from the feeding of excessive starches and 
animal products. When the air passages 
are clogged, the mucus membrane swollen, 
and mouth breathing resorted to, the effect 
is evidenced on the entire nervous system. 

The solution here Is not the removal of 
the tonsils, for their inflammation is but an 
effect and not a cause. Rather does it lie 
in correcting the diet so that refined cereals 
are substituted by whole grain cereals that 
have not gone through the adulteration 
process, and in the minimizing of the dairy 
products so that baby is not kept continual- 
ly “stuffed.” 

The room you live in or the bed you sleep 
in is kept immaculately clean, yet hardly a 
second thought is given to the more vital 
cleanliness that is concurrent with good 
health—the cleanliness of a colon and an 
unpolluted digestive system. 

The very presence of undischarged waste 
is irritating to the nervous system. The 
foul noxious gases poison the blood system 
and are responsible not only for the neu- 
rotic condition of baby but far too often for

more serious ailments, such as convulsions, 
epileptic spasms and similar nervous dis- 
turbances. 

The forces so far are not the only ones 
responsible for baby’s high nervous tension. 

A mother who is continuously “on the 
go” with her baby—the flapper type of 
mother in the present jazz age—can keep 


a baby nervously keyed up and tense. A 


baby’s surroundings should be quiet and 
free from excitement. His place is at home, 
not in someone else's home or on the high- 
ways. 

The mother who takes her little one on 
the long hundred and two-hundred-mile 
drives is making a mistake and sinning 
against baby’s nervous constitution. 

If parents would remember that at least 
during his infancy baby has not yet evolved 
to the stage of jazz psychology which char- 
acterizes his parents, they, would not seek 
to keep him constantly amused, stimulated 
and excited. Some parents saturate their 
children with toys and playthings. The 
result is that in a very short time baby be- 
cames indifferent. 

Of course, baby should have toys, but 
saturation is detrimental to his nervous 
system. Give him one toy at a time. When 
he is tired of it put it away in the closet 
for a month or two. Then instead of giving 
him new toys bring out the old. By this 
means his interest may always be main- 
tained without producing the “stimulation- 
satisfied” baby. 

Deliver us from the precocious child who 
is ten years older than his years! A child 
should be a child, not an adult. He has 
plenty of time to deteriorate into the ma- 
terial of which the average adult is com- 
posed. Let us strive to keep him a child 
as long as we possibly can that he may not 
ape our absurdities and nonsense.

gzantine power, during which it was one of 
the greatest commercial centers of those 


empires, it came into the hands of the Turks -

Wroe returned in three hours with a peas- 
ant and a pair of huge buffaloes, and al- 
though they were strong enough to pull any- 
thing, they could not move us, and only 
broke their yoke in trying. To clear un- 
derneath the car was impossible in the rush- 
ing water, so as we could not move the car, 
r only alternative was to move the river. 
Cutting branches of trees, and collecting 
huge turfs, we set te work and built a ramp 
round the car, and then dug a new channel 
through the bank for the stream. As soon 
as the water left Felix dry, we cleared the 
wheels and

help of the oxen and we arrived at Toprah 
Kale station, where we slept. 

Now ¢ame the dangerous part. We 
crawled through twenty-two miles of track- 
less bushy plain and hill, a distance that 
took us six and one-half hours, and how we 
escaped destruction during that time I don't 
know. Hung up on tree roots, twisted in all 
shapes in dry water courses, | trembled for 
our car’s frame a hundred times that day 
before we arrived at Deirtyol at the Turk 
ish Customs House, where formalities lasted 
only a few minutes. 

This place is pronounced “dirty ‘ole” and 
lives up to its name. It was here that the 
worst Armenian massacres took place in 
1910, when thousands were slaughtered. 

Following directions, we moved off across 
the plain of Issus, where Alexander the 
Great fought and beat Darius, King of 
Persia. We followed a footpath for miles 
over rocks and ruts, until a huge rocky gully 
one hundred and fifty yards across and 
about forty feet deep brought us to a full 
stop. 

For three hours in the burning sun, we 
hunted for a way across that gully, and 
finally in despair I turned back to Deirtyol, 
intending as a last resort to take to the 
railway line, when we spotted a faint track 
which ‘led us in the direction of the sea. 
Many times we lost it, and had to walk 
about to find it; anxiously we followed it 
right on to the beach, where to our joy we 
found a cart track. -In ten minutes we 
reached Payas, the actual] frontier, where 
the beautiful old ruins of a Roman castle 
gave us a pleasurable half hour's photog-

health which renders them susceptible to 
disease, then we had better learn to build 
more health in them. “Reason elevates 
thoughts as high as the stars, and leads us 
through the vast space of this mighty 
fabric; yet it comes far short of the real 
extent of our corporeal being,” says Samuel 
Johnson. It will pay better, and the results 
will be more satisfactory and in keeping 
with this enlightened age. 

Some of my readers will say we are mak- 
ing rapid strides nowadays, in child cul- 
ture, with our community centers, child wel- 
far organizations, parent-teacher associa 
tions and nutrition classes. All these ad- 


“vances will, in a good many years, bear 


fruit, but not until the fundamental knowl 
edge of the cause of disease is changed. All 
the knowledge disseminated by these or 
ganizations is bounded on a false or sophis- 
tical premise that disease is an entity, that 
something has gained entrance to the body 
that is making war on health, and this 
something is germs of pathogenic origin. 
To my mind, this is a conclusion conceived 
in a laboratory, a most beautiful hypothesis, 
but it cannot withstand the test of logic. 
Germs do not cause disease. A sound apple 
withstands decomposition until it is bruised. 
A cow is struck by lightning, and immedi- 
ately thousands of germs, both microscopl- 
cal and macroscopical, take possession of 
the carcass in its decaying state, but who 
will say they were the cause of the death? 


The questiog is always argued, “Why did 


this man succumb to a disease and his wife 
and children and companions escape?” 
The answer is invariably that his system 
was just in that state to take germs. 

Ah! that is what I\am writing about. 
What causes the difference between the sys- 
tem of the man who is susceptible and the 
one who is not? The degree of health, vi- 
tality, is the answer. There are people 
who are never sick and there are those 
who are seldom well. Why? The degree 
of health—vitality. An individual must 
lower his vitality or he can withstand 
mearly every influence in his environment, 
especially weathes changes and germ infiu- 
ence, and, if injured, the man of full vitality 
recovers from influences that kill the de- 
vitaliszed. The answer is: ‘That all good, 
normal, intelligent living, devoid of devital- 


‘sing habits, keeps an individual's vitality 


at par, and mature’s reward is—immunity. 
“God is good; there is no devil but fear; 
the universe is planned for good,” says El- 
bert Hubbard. 


Hernia and Rupture 


NE of the commonest conditions, dis- 

tressing and oftentimes painful, that 
afflicts people of middle age or advanced 
age is hernia. | 

it is necessary that you understand the 
difference between hernia and rupture, for 
the two terms are used haphazardly and 
confusingly. 

When a tissue, usually of the adbomen or 
pelvis, protrudes through a natural opening 
mot intended for that tissue we call that 
condition hernia. When, however, an ab 
dominal or pelvic tissue erupts an opening 
or tears apart other tissues in order to 
make an unnatural or false orifice we call 


that type rupture. It is as the name some 


commen 


sary that you know the conditions sur 

roending the formation of both hernia and 
rupture. In both cases we are confronted 
with the problem of an abdominal or pelvic 
tissue, generally a loop of the intestine, 
protruding into an opening not intended for 
it. How can this be done? 

If one will carefully analyze almost every 
case, a certain uniformity of conditions will 
be revealed. We will usually find that the 
muscle structures which comprise the open- 
ing through which the intestine protrudes 
are exceedingly weak and incapable of re 
taining their natural formation. 

A casual study of physiology will reveal 
exactly what takes place. In various activi- 
ties of the day, the abdominal muscles force 
the internal soft organs into various post- 
tions. For instance, the compression of the 
abdominal viscera by the external muscles 
@uring strained bowel activity may some 
times be responsible for a hernia or rup 
ture. Of course, the prevention of this type 
of rupture is self-evident—do not strain. 

However, the usual type of rupture or 
hernia is produced by the compression and 
strain of the abdominal muscles on the or- 
gans when one is attempting to perform a 
task beyond the limited strength of these 
muscles. Sometimes the ligaments which 
support these organs tear and rip, leaving 
little or no support. Sometimes there is no 
tear but the organ is forced into the false 
opening because of the extreme strain ap 
plied during the process of weight lifting 
or some similar strain. 

Here we have the application of two gen- 
eral principles. First, one attempts to do 
more than the muscular ability warrants. 
Second, the muscles are insufficiently de 
veloped to perform the type of work de 
manded of them. Consequently, hernia or 
rupture is in reality an actual breakdown of 
the abdominal tissues under the stress and 
strain of activity beyond the capacity of 
these muscle structures. 

From this you can now deduce the prin- 
ciples for the prevention of both these ail- 
ments. If these muscle structures are made 
sufficiently strong by the application of sen- 
sible diet and properly applied exercise, 
both hernia and rupture are virtually im- 
possible, excepting, perhaps, under the ex- 
tremest of circumstances. 

Unfortunately, the average type of exer- 
cises are not directed to the most impor- 
tant areas of the body. The average man 
prides himself upon the size of his biceps 
or the thickness of his chest muscles. The 
abdominal muscles are given very little 
thought and attention, yet these constitute 
the most vital muscular structures of the 
body. 

From a dietetic standpoint, the abdominal 
muscles are made susceptible to hernia or 
rupture usually because of the fatty infiltra- 
tion that takes place when we eat too much. 
A muscle may be large and wel! developed 
yet relatively incapable of performing nor- 
mal functions, because its fibers have been 
excessively weakened through the absorp- 
tion of fat produced by an over-balanced 
starch and meat regime. 

From this you can also see that the per- 
son of excessive adipose tissue will be more 
susceptible to hernia or rupture than the 
one not so disposed. 

The next question, of course, involves a 
plan of action for those who are already so 
afflicted. What is to be done? 

To nine people out of ten the first course 
of activity which presents itself to them is 
usually recourse toa truss, bandage, or 
other artificial support. This seems to be 
the logical course of action to many doctors 
as well, for if it does nothing more, ft at 
least furnishes relief. - 

But is palliation, temporary suppression, 
or alleviation for a short time the only mo- 
tive? We do know definitely that artificial 
supports of any kind do not overcome the 
difficulty. At the best they perhaps tem- 
porarily prevent an aggravation of the com- 
plaint. 

Even though one must often advise and 
eridorse the use of a truss or support, the 
activities towards correction should not 
cease here, This is true of the average case. 
The hernia or rupture is produced. The 
truss is fitted and the unwilling victim is 
willing to let the entire matter rest there. 

This is not as it should be. There is no 
reason why there cannot be full correction 
and a complete overcoming of hernia, es- 
pecially if it be im the average man or wo- 
man under the ace of fifty. 

The muscles can be trained so as to be 
firm, pliable and resistant. Tonicity and 
strength can be imparted to them by the 
application of sensible diet. Bit by bit the 
intestinal loop can be trained by corrective 
exercise to protrude a little less as the time 
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goes on, until one can achieve the ultimate 
desired end—mainly, complete 
to normal. 

Various other measures besides diet and 
exercise can be used with consistently good 
results. The application of certain electrical 
modalities Bave been found quite proiicient. 
Certain tomic forms of hydrotherapy, es 
pecially in the multiple methods of apply- 
ing invigerating cold water, have been found 
thoroughly satisfactory in giving new tone 
and vigor to the muscle tissues. 

With these measures a sensible hygienic 
regime such as government of the sex ap 
petites. application of sensible hours of 
sleep, moderation of work, incorporation of 
deep breathing habits, and similar measures 
will often be found quite efficacious in 
remedying both these ailments.

Fruit 
AM quoting below some interesting para- 
graphs on fruit by Alfred W. McCann, 
food specialist. They are instructive and 
enlightening, and supported by a back- 
ground of years of experience. 


When the Creator placed man in the gar- 
den of Eden, He commanded him to eat of 
the fruit it contained. 

From that time fruit has been mentioned 
incessantly in the history of nations. 

The American farmer frequently com- 
plains that he cannot obtain the cost of 
picking hia fruit, nor the cost of a basket 
or crate in which t oship it to market. 

I have attended many legislative hearings 
in which these grievances have been aired. 

Fruit trees have been chopped down, the 
stumps removed, and the whole orchard 
given up to the cultivation of other crops 
because the people of the cities eat fruit 
so slowly that little room is made for new 
shipments, which must be sold for a song 
or allowed to rot on the ground. 

The United States producg an abund- 
ance of fruits of every kind, yet so strange- 
ly have the American people been weaned 
from their fruit appetites that they consume 
perhaps one-fifth of the total-annual har- 
vest. For this reason they pay fancy prices 
for such fruits as they do eat. 

If their fruit appetites were normal] they 
would secure great quantities of fruit at 
much cheaper prices, and the fruit farmer 
who now barely ekes out a living from his 
labors, would be prosperous ard happy. 

We know how Moses exemp‘ed from mill- 
tary service any one who had planted a 
vineyard, and how all fruit trees conferred 
the same privilege upon their owners. 

The heathen nations understood the im 
portance of fruits. To make them sacred 
and thus augment their popularity, they in- 
vented gods and goddesses to look after 
them, such as Pomona, Vertumnus, Priapus. 

The sole care of these deities was to pro- 
tect orchards from bad weather, insects and 
robbers. is 

The fruit of the olive tree grew under 
the protection of Minerva; the date was 
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consigned to the protection of the Muses; 
the fig and grape were looked after by Bac 
chus. 

So greatly did the heathens venerate 
these two fruits that they elevated Bacchus 
to the level of their other gods. 


We have here an instance of a god receiv- 
ing a promotion through the human appe- 
tite for figs and grapes. 

The Greeks always served two courses of 
fruits. The Romans always ate fruit for 
breakfast. The third course of their princi- 
pal meal consisted of an incredible profu- 
sion of the production of thelr own or- 
chards. 

Rich patricians planted fruit trees on the 
summits of high towers, and on their house 
tops, thus dweiling always, as they thought, 
under the orchards and the protection of the 
god watching over them. 

From Rome the modern method of can- 
ning California fruits in a thim sugar syrup 
was borrowed. The Romans immersed 
their fruit in honey for future use. In 
those days bees were cultivated with great 
care, and the Romans not on y enjoyed the 
fruits of the orchard, but also the nectar 
of its blossoms. 

In all experiments connected with goril- 
las, chimpanzees and other members of the 
monkey tribe, it has been found that these 
creatures thrive best on a fruit diet. The 
reason for this is not difficult to find, al 
though certain groups of scientists have 
tried to prove that thelr own meat-cating 
grandparents descended from the fruit and 
vegetable-eating primates. 

The luscious flavor and tempting bouquet 
of ripe fruits stimulate appetites and ex- 
cite the flow of gastric juices. Fruit juice 
is medicine. Fruit pulp is food. 

Ne pharmacist bas ever compounded a

HAT a day we had! You who motor 

on first class roads, cannot fail to con- 
sider the contrast between that comfortable 
experience and conditions to be found in 

Asia Minor offering the difficulties to be sur- 

mounted by our gallant little British car. 

So I will give you an extract from my diary 

for one day. 

When I originally planned this trip I an- 
ticipated having to take ship from Salontki 
to Alexandretta in Asiatic Turkey. Had we 
realized what the conditions were in Asia 
Minor, I do not think we should have 
tackled it by land. 

We arrived at Bilejek, which the map de- 
scribed as a Turkish town of third im- 
portance, but to our great surprise we found 
a complete ruin. Bilejek had contained 
*2500 houses, and was deliberately burned 
during the recent war by the Greeks when 
they retreated, leaving only five houses 
standing, but it is being rebuilt very quick- 
ly. We thought that this might be an 
isolated case, but for the next fifty miles all 


wak waste, every town and village having . 


been put to the torch. 

Just before we arrived at Aflum Karihis- 
sar, we passed what I always feel is the 
absolute dividing line between East and 
West, a camel caravan. As we approached 
the city over a long dusty plain, it was 
stretched out in single file almost on the 
horizon and crossing our path at a right 
angle. The effect in the dusk was beautiful 
and pleasing, and the sound of the belis of 
the leading camels is always sweet music 
to a real lover of the East. 

We had a little oiling and greasing to do 
to Felix. and after leaving Aflum Karibissar, 
during a whole afternoon we were passing 
through beautiful country. which was well 
wooded and watered. We decided to camp 
at the first suitable spot we struck. 

We pitched camp-on top-of a small hill. 
The ground was rough and stony. and 
abounded in scorpions, tarantulas. and 
every jumping insect. The others turned in, 
but the place did not please me. and I felt 
‘disinclined for sleep, and lay reading for 
some time until I dozed off to the music 
of howling jackals. 1] suddenly woke to the 
noise of galloping hoofs, and a large deer 
raced through the camp pursued by a lar@e 
wild dog. 

Redknap woke also, and the sudden shock 
kept us awake for a while. Apparently the 
deer won the race, for the dog returned 
bringing a large crowd of friepds, who sat 
aronnd the camp, and kept up a terrible din 
for two hours. We refrained from shooting 
ae we had passed several ugly looking 
crowds on the previous afternoon. I could 
see several camp fires around us, and shots 
might have attracted inguieitive strangers to 
camp. 

We had a very uncomfortable and sleep 
less night, and it was obvious that the ques- 
tion of keeping watch at night must be seri-

We left this unpleasant camp at dawn, 
and five hours’ driving over rocky hill coun- 
try brought us to the edge of a vast plain, 
where we had a beautiful view of the city of 
Konla, the ancient capital of the Turkish 
Empire, during the Selducian dynasty. It 
was a fine sicht, with its golden domes and 
minarets peéping above the poplar groves. 

The eternal bad weather still dogged us 
and made our journey a continuous mud- 
lark, as for the next few days we slowly 
wended our way toward the Taurus Moun- 
tains. About a day before we reached 
Eregli we made our camp near a village, 
and that night. after we had finished our 
evening meal, Redknap wandered over to 
the village epring to get rid of some of the 
day's collection of mud.

Twenty miles from this place the track dis- 
appeared, having been washed away. leay- 
ing a twelve-foot drop. As jumping was 
not yet one of Felix’s accomplishments, we 
returned and made our way to the end of a 
small valley, where there was some sign of 
the passing of animal transport. The foot- 
hills at the end of the valley became steep 
er, and we suddenly came on ap alternative 
track which went straight up a hill of loose 
decomposed limestone at a gradient ef one 
in three. 

We got out, walked up and surveyed it, 
and it appeared to be an impossible propo- 
sition to try to climb it. We consulted our 
maps. but they, and a view of the conditions 
of the surrounding country, proved it to be 
our only route, so we had no alternative but 
to call on dear old Felix for an extra effort. 

Posting the others at the critical points 
with bricks to block the wheels, I made a 
rush at it, but the engine stalled on the loose 
surface in the firet fifty yards. Another ef- 
fort took us one yard forward before I 
stalled again. We covered that 350 vards 
by starting the engine, accelerating. jerking 
in the clutch, and moving Inches at a time. 

Sometimes, we moved a couple of yards 
and every time we stopped we had to block 
the wheels quickly. The last ten yarde 
were covered in fifteen jerks, and we all 
cheered when the last move but one moved 
us three yards.

We had to clear the surface of the huge 
rocks before we started, and my friends 
pushed all the time. Once we started, it 
was imposible to retreat, as we had a sheer 
drop of 200 feet on my left and a wall of 
rock to the right. We did the 350 yards fn 
two and one-half hours and when we reached 
the top we were all exhausted, and although 
I was the least hard-worked of the party I 
felt absolutely done. I revived the others 
with our last drops of whisky from the 
emergency flash, and well they deserved it. 


We stopped about six and one-half miles 
from Bozani Khan at the foot of the Taurus 
Pass and had a short chat with the station 
master at a village station. He gave us a 
rude shock by. informing us that four and 
one-half miles on there were a series of 
enormous landslides which we could not 
possibly pass. 

This depressed us considerably. but as it 
was the only way to India, on we pushed 
to see the trouble for ourselves. We came 
across several obstructions which we 
manipulated with some difficulty, and as our 
speedometer then showed that we had come 
six miles since our warning, We were con- 
gratulating ourselves that these were the 
obstacles referred to. when as we turned 
a corner we were stopped dead by a block 
which must have contained tens of thow- 
sands of tons of rock and earth. The force 
of the slide had taken the road with it, and 
an attempt to remove the debris would have 
been a mouth’s work for a steam shovel. 

In the lowest part there was a climb of 
sixteen feet to the top of the debris and 
at that point there were from seventy to 
eighty yards of buge rocks to run over, 
while immediately on our right was a drop 
of twenty-five feet into the river. I put 
Felix at it in an effort to climb it, but stuck, 
and every time I tried to move again, to my 
horror, we began to slide toward the prect- 


pice. Three more efforts to move up only 
caused the ear to skid still nearer the 
edge. 


A Turkish gendarme sergeant suddenly 
appeared, and helped us with useless ad- 
vice. He consoled us by his assurance that 
the next time my wheels moved I should 
skid into the river. 


We found that he had five soldiers at a 
post about one hundred yards away, so I 
suggested he should fetch them to help to 
tow us. but he absolutely refueed. I! then 
produced the “Open Sesame” from Adnan 
Bey, a Turkish official in Constantanople, 
and it had a magical effect on him. He 
drew himself to attention, saluted, ran for 
his men, and was profuse in his apologies 
for his lack of help. 

We harnessed the soldiers to the car. and 
inch by inch we pulled over the obstruction, 
and out of danger. That sixty yards took us 
an hour and ten minutes. We were soon 
out of the gorge and arrived at Bozani 
Khan, where we came suddenly on to a 
magnificent view of the Taurus Mountains. 

It was like Switzerland, with pine forests 
stretching in every direction for miles and 
miles, and right up to and beyond the snow- 
line on the mountain tops. Waterfalls were 
crashing down the mountainside from a 
great height and it was one of the most 
magnificent pleces of scenery imaginable. 
As we climbed the great pass, and gradually 
overlooked the plains, it improved beyond 
description. 

We crossed the range at an altiinde of 
nine thousand feet. and began the lone de 
scent to the plain of Tarews. At five thow- 
sand we camped on the remains of a great 
German engineering and motor transporta- 
tion depot. It was a pleasant spot. well 
watered and timbered, and we had a good 
sleep without our nets, in a country free 
from mosquitoes, and with the bracing moun- 
tain air as tonic as champagne.

physteal relaxation are undoubtedly bene- 
ficial for undernourished children. . 


In addition to too little sleep and fatigue, 
lack of fresh air and exercise, constipation, 
unhealthful living conditions and undue ez- 
citement may also .be contributing factors 
to malnutrition. 

Poverty—Before we attempt to correct 
malnutrition, however, it is necessary to go 
still further back and inquire into the un- 
derlying causes of the specific ones. Why 
are children insufficiently fed? Why do 
they have too little sleep? The answer 
seems to be that poverty, ignorance, and 
lack of parental control, singly or together, 
are the responsible factors. Although pov- 
erty is not the only underlying cause of 
malnutrition, we must not forget after all 
that the first big step toward removing 
large numbers of children from the ranks 
of the undernourished would be to insure 
their parents an income considerably above 
the mere subsistence level. 

Ignorance and Lack of Parental Control— 
Abundant proof that ignorance and lack of 
parental control are in many cases even 
more important factors than poverty are 
not wanting. Studies of home conditions 
have shown that children are insufficiently 
fed because parents are ignorant of what 
are proper foods, of how to spend their 
money to get the best return in food value, 
of the necessity of regular, unhurried meals, 
of the harmfulness of tea and coffee, and 
the habit of eating candy and trash between 
meals. Ignorance as well as poverty is to 
blame for much of the unhygtenic living. 
Byven when poverty is not’a factor, and 
when ignorance does not exist or has been 
removed, there still remain many children 
who are undernourished merely for the lack 
of wise parental control. 

Physical Effects—Stunted growth, anemia, 
nervousness, irritability, and diminished 
energy have already been shown to be ac 
companiments of malnutrition. From the 
standpoint of comfortable living alone, 
these are important. 

A nervous, restless, irritable chiid or 
adult is a constant drain on the life of all 
his associates, and a lifeless, uninterested 
one is no joy to himself, nor to anyone else. 

The results of diminished energy, how- 
ever, are even more far-reaching. The list- 
less, inactive, malnourished child who is 
constantly tired, is father to the man who 
is handicapped because of low vitality, and 
a poorly developed body, and hence unable 
to do his full share of the world’s work. He 
is the inefficient adult, the rejected army 
recruit. If any infectious disease prevails 
in the community he takes it easily. If 
mothers could be taught to regard malnu- 
trition as an abnormal condition, likely to 
result at any time in serious iliness and 
possible death, they could be more easily 
persuaded to strain every effort to live 
and ‘rear their children the Nature Cure 
way. 

Mental Effects—There has, indeed, been 
shown to be a close relation between mal- 
nutrition and backwardness at school. Ex- 
periments in school feeding, both here and 
abroad, have shown that an improvement 
in the nutrition of a child is in practically 
all cases accompanied by mental improve 
ment also. Teachers testify that the chil- 
dren are easier to teach, have greater pow- 
er of concentration and attention, and are 
able to do better work; as is shown by their 
school grades. This is not difficult to un- 
derstand, for a starved brain cannot be ex-

Malnutrition 


HE subject of malnutrition is a broad 

topic and as such is open to consider- 
able discussion. Below I am quoting an ar- 
ticle by Dr. Albert Whiting, published in 
the Naturopath, which contains food for 
thought. 


Malnutrition in children has received con- 
siderable attenticn in the past few years. 
Articles concerni:.g it are from time to time 
appearing in professional journals, popular 
magazines and newspapers, and a variety of 
agents are being set to work to combat it. 

It is important that information on this 
subject should reach parents, teachers, so 
cial workers, and all others-interested in 
the welfare of children. In order +o insure 
this it has seemed worth while to summar- 
ize im this article the most important fact 
concerning the nature, extent, causes, ef- 
fects and treatment of this condition. 

A well-nourished child, first of all, 
measures up to racial and family standards 
of his age, in height and weight. He has 
a good color, bright eyes—no blue or dark 
circles underneath them—and smooth 
glossy hair. His carriage is good, his step 
elastic, his flesh firm, and his muscles well 
developed. In disposition he is usually hap- 
py and good natured; he is brim full of life 
and animal spirits and is constantly active 
both physically and mentally. His sleep is 
sound, “his appetite and digestion good, his 
bowels regular. He is, in short, what na- 
ture meant him to be before anything else 
-—a happy, healthy young animal.

Tuberculin 


VEN though each decade shows a de 

crease in the ravages of this dread dis- 
ease, tuberculosis etill constitutes one of 
the leading ailments of mankind. 


Its importance is such that the knowledge 
disseminated about it ought to be under- 
stood by all. The average Man or woman 
who becomes tubercular is left in a helpless 
quandary as concerns a Course of action to 
follow. 


A visit to a-dozen institutions will reveal 
almost a dozen types of treatment. The 
remedies of the past vary greatiy with 
those of the present, depending largely on 
the beliefs and education of the physician. 


No method of treatment, however, is 
outstanding in the medical profession. It 
would be conservative to say that four or 
five out of every ten tubercular patients are 
treated by means of hypodermic injections 
of tuberculin. Therefore, it is vitally im- 
portant, before the patient subjects himself 


s or continues with this form of treatment 


that he know somehing about its manufac 
ture and theory. 


What is tuberculin? Our definition states 
that it is a filtered extract of bacillus tu- 
berculosis (the germs present in tubercu- 

} or the pulverized (ground-up) insol- 
uble substance of the dead germs them- 
selves. 


Without technicalities, when you receive 
an injection of tuberculin, what is really 
forced into your blood stream is one of 
several of the following mixtures: 


One type of tuberculin, known as tubercu- 
lin Kech, is made up of beef bouillon, 
glycerin, and a living culture of tuberculosis 
germs that have been permitted to multiply 
by the millions. 


Another type of tuberculin is made from 
a beef bouillon in which the germs have 
been permitted to- grow to full maturity. 
then they are removed by filtration, leaving 
the bouillon with the morbid waste material 
discharged by the germs. These wastes we 
cal] toxins. In this case the injection con- 
sists essentially of the by-products of bac- 
teria] life. 

The next type of tuberculin consists of a 
mixture of glycerin, water, and dead germs 
that have been killed by crushing and pul- 
verizing. It contains the entire dead bodies 
of the germs plus their toxic wastes. 

Then we have what is known as New 
Tuberculin. This consists of virulent germs 
which have been destroyed by the addition 
of formalin, a liquid solution of formalde- 
hyde. 

There are several other kinds of tubercu- 
lin. I have, however, presented, the main 
ones to you. 

When the doctor injects tuberculin, his 
presumption is that it will stimulate the 
cells of the body to produce “anti-bodies” 


of “immune substances” in the blood.

“How long will I have to eat in this 
fashion?”

Nothing can be far- 
ther from the truth. Bacteria do not 
create disease, if we understand that dis- 
ease is merely altered or changed function. 
This does not dispute the fact that tuber- 
cular bacteria exist in tuberculosis condi- 
tion. It merely means that tubercular bac- 
teria are wholly ineffective in the presence 
of normal function and can never create 
anything. If we establish altered or ab 
normal or unnatural function then bacteria 
may and can and do begin the performance 
of their work in the universe which is to 
separate into elements any decaying or dy- 
ing tissue, so that they may be resolved 
back to the mineral kingdom for sustenance 
of the vegetable and through the vegetable 
the animal kingdom. 


Keep well is the slogan every human 
ought make a part of his life operations. It 
is the first law of nature. We can keep 
well only through obedience to the law of 
life. We must replenish the blood-stream 
day by day with the identical elements 
which in combination give the effect we call 
life. 


We must remember that disease is mere- 
ly a deficiency—a deficiency of health, To 
be diseased is to be poverty-tagged—to 
be labeled as one who lacks that which he 
is entitled to, but who has not learned to

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Foreign Bodies in the Eye 


N PRACTICE every doctor runs across 

cases of eye injury and infection. The 
usual case has a history showing mistreat- 
ment and stupid handling following an in- 
jury due to a foreign body in the eye. 

The first impulse when a foreign sub- 
stance lodges in the eye is to rub. Often 
the result is the forcing of the substance 
into the deeper and more delicate tissues. 
Where it would have been easy to extract it 
from the eye immediately, rubbing renders 
it more and more difficult to remdve. 
Therefore, whatever else you may feel in- 
clined to do—don't rub. 

Next to rubbing come the efforts to ex- 
tract the object by means 6{ whatever in- 
struments happen to be at hand—a match, 
toothpick, the pointed end of a handker- 
chief, and even tdunt hairpins have been 
made to serve. 

The operator, unskilled, either drives the 
object in deeper or enlarges the area of 
inflammation. 

If the foreign object Js imbedded in the 
eyeball itself, a raw wound, easily sabject 
to infection, is produced. The regulation 
handkerchief or toothpick is not “surgical- 
ly antiseptic.” Aside from the.injury that 
might be done by their use, infection and 
its resultant iritis, with possible dangerous 
consequences, is very likely to take place. 
Therefore. do not use improvised surgical 


equipment in the form of handkerchiefs, 
toothpicks, hairpins or similar objects. 
There is less danger in permitting the 


object to remain in the eye, painful though 


it may be. than in mistreating so delicate 
a etructure as the eye. There are a num- 
ber of “do's” and “dont’s” which ought to 


become common first-aid knowledge in the 
treatment of eye injuries caused by foreign 
bodies 

A few of the “don'ts” have been given 
to you: now you should know a few of the 
“do's.” First, permit the eye to water freely. 
Tears are nature's means of disposing of 
the particles which lodge in the eye. In 
most cases the tears will, of themselves, 
carry off the foreign object. If they do 
not succeed, wash your hands until they are 
thoroughly clean. Then grasp the upper 
eyelid between the thumb and forefinger.

Usual 
ly this is gufficient to dislodge the. foreign 
body. 

If this fails, have patient lie face upward, 
slightly inclined toward the affected side. 
Open the eyelids. If the patient cannot 
hold the eyelids open with Wis fingers do so 
for him. Then have someone gently pour 
a small stream of cold water from a height 
of two or three inches above the eye. These 
measures will usually suffice to thoroughly 
wash out any foreign particles imbedded 
in the eye without inducing infection, or, 
above all, without enlarging the area of 
injury to the eyeball. 

If none of these measures succeed it is 
not a case for the amateur. The doctor 
with his sterilized equipment and magnify- 
ing lenses is better able to take charge. 

During the interim, while waiting for the 
doctor, cold applications placed directly 
over the eye. with no pressure, will afford 
considerable measure of relief. 

Don't thoughtlessly tamper with a struc 
ture so delicate and sensitive as the eye.

The falling hair, dandruff and baldness 
are caused, as claimed by different autbort- 
ties, by tight hats, germ infection, lack of 
fat, etc. All patent medicines that claim 
restoration of hair are mostly worthless 
stuff that has no effect whatever on your 
bald spots. 

Once you lose your hair there Is not a 
single remedy that can restore it. Se we 
may as well forget about it and try to save 
what is left and prevent further losing. 

Dr. E. Bowers, M.D., in his little booklet 
says: “First we must understand that 
germs cause irritation; irritation causes 
inflammation, and inflammation eats up fat 
and sometimes forms scar tissue in its 
place. 

“The most important of all reasons for 
baldness is lack of fat on top of the head, 
and so long as one can maintain the 
cushion of fat between the scalp and the 
boney tables of the skull he stands a good 
chance of retaining his hair. This is the 
basis of the very excellent practice of mas- 
Saging and loosening the scalp. First, to 
tone up the local circulation and bring 
more blood to the parts, and next, to facili- 
tate the depositing of fat in the subcutane- 
ous tisues.” 

Further, Dr. Bowers gives an excellent 
treatment which is easy to follow and 
which brings results if you have enough 


patience to keep it up for a couple of eee 


months. The treatment is: 


“A weekly shampoo of the scalp ‘te adulterants or 


nightly in the case of women-—followed by 
a thorough washing with some bland vege- 
table soap incorporating cocoanut or olive 
oll in its base, afterward rinsing freely, 
and rubbing the scalp with olive oil.”

E title sounds alarming and fearsome- 

ly technical. However. readers who 
are afflicted with stomach trouble will 
readily know its meaning, 

Hyper-chior-hydria is nothing more than 
excessive secretion of hydrochloric acid by 
the glands of the stomach. You probably 
eall it acid stomach. When you have the 
characteristic sense of fullness after a meal 
it is often due to hyper-chior-hydria. 

In the more severe cases pain of a boring 
or burning variety occurs fr6m one to four 
hours after eating a meal. Experience has

The doctor, of course, confirms this diag- 
nosis by pumping the stomach with a stom- 
ach pump an hour or so after a meal is 
taken. When his chemical test shows an 
excessive quantity of hydrochloric acid, the 
diagnosis is confirmed. 


Thus far I have stated the condition and 
in general established a diagnosis, What 
are its causes? 

Here we must search in various direc- 
tions. Essentially we find the main causes 
in improper diet and atrocious habits of 
eating. 

The average patient, suffering from this 
allment, takes his soda as regularly as he 
does his meals. The only change Is that 
the dosage” must be increased as time pro- 
gresses—until one day he awakens to the 
fact that no longer is the soda efficacious, 


By this time the condition is genuinely 
serious. As a rule, complications have set 
in. 


The first principle a patient must recog- 
nize in the government of this disease is 
that drugs of any kind are of no avail. 

The acidity may be neutralized, the pain 
temporarily anesthetized, and the day of 
reckoning delayed; but souner or later the 
inevitable must be faced. 

What is to be done? First, and fore- 
most, the diet must be sharply curtailed. 
Excesses are forbidden under all circum- 
stances and conditions. The three squares 
per day had better give way to six or seven 
feedings with less than one-half of the 


original total quantity.

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completed on these elms, oaks, beeches and 
hickories which make up the* wooded em- 
broidery of the nation’s Capitol. Under the 
direction of David Lynn, architect of the 
Capitol, and William A. Frederick, land- 
ecape gardener of the Capitol staff, the rav- 
ages of organic disease are being checked 
through tree surgery and the patients are 
assured another century or so of life. 

The beautiful Capitol grounds abound fa 
trees which are rich in historical and leg- 
endary association. There is the Washing- 
ton Elm, across the plaza from the Senate 
wing of the Capitol, which is reported to be 
between 160 and 170 years old, and under 
which legend has it that the Father of His 
Country rested. There also is the Cameron 
Elm, the preservation of which was made the 
subject of an address in the Senate. On 
both of these giant elms, major operations 
have been conducted with such success that 
both Mr. Lynn and Mr. Frederick estimate 
their lives have been extended for a great 
many years. 

Other historic trees in the grounds which 
have required the attention of tree surgeons 
to advance their growth and preservation, 
are the two Vice-President trees, the shell 
bark hickory planted by the late Thomas 
Marshall, and the purple beech, which the 
late James Sherman planted. When he was 
presiding officer of the House the late 
Champ Clark planted a sugar maple, his 
favorite tree, and a red oak stands as a 
memorial to the late James R. Mann, ma- 
jority leader of the House. Other disting- 
uished personages who have planted trees 
which Architect Lynn's etaff is giving 
watchful care include the late Senator Hen- 
ry Cabot Lodge of Massachusetts, former 
Senator Willard Saulsbury of Delaware, 
former Senator Elihu Root of New York, 
and Miss Jeanette Rankin of Montana, the 
first woman member of the House of Rep- 
resentatives. 

The Cameron Elm, which is located on a 
mound just southeast of the House wing 
of the Capitol, is one of the “show” trees 
of the collection. This giant American elm is 
reported to have been saved by a special 
act of Congress when the present system of 
walks in the Capitol grounds. was being 
laid @ut.

Cameron on the floor of the Senate. ‘In the 
course of it he said:

The man why 
brings flowers here and plants them near 
these beautiful buildings must have plenty 
of poetry in him. The man or woman with- 
out poetry is not fit to live here or anywhere 
else.” 

The Cameron Elm, which is from 110 to 
115 years old, was apparently in perfect 
health until this summer when the tree gur- 
geons detected a spot on the bark which 
indicated that at some time there had been 
an incision into the trunk. The interior was 
probed with an auger and conditions were 
found which would have resulted in the 
death of the tree within a year or so. The 
infected area was cleaned out, the cavity 
braced, sterilized and filled and the tree 
marked for additional attention in the way 
of fertilizer and watering during the next 
few months. 


The surgery was authorized by a special 
act of the last Congress, which appropriat- 
ed $5000 to preserve the trees in the 
grounds. The method pursued in much of 
the work may be compared to fitting a hu- 
man body with parts of a new spine, Mr. 
Frederick, who has personal charge of the 
work, explained. 

“First,” he said, “all the diseased area 
is removed, just as a dentist eliminated the 
decay in a tooth. Then the cavity is paint- 
ed with a special paint. Concrete just damp 
enough to mold in the hand is then applied 
in layers or six-inch blocks, each being sep- 
arated by a sheet of thick tar paper. This 
system is followed so than when a tree 
bends or sways the filling will not be 
cracked, but the blocks will slide over each 
other. The concrete becomes almost a 
part of the wood itself, absorbing its share 
of the moisture brought up from the roots 
and discharging this into the atmosphere. 


one of the celebrated utterances of Senator The tree is then bolted together with steel

bolts covered with galvanized piping. Like 
the dentist the tree surgeon must be care- 
ful to keep moisture out of the cavity or 
he will be in danger of laying the germs for 
more decay.” 


The tree surgeon's success often depends, 
Mr. Frederick added, on measurements as 
fine as a sixteenth of an inch, especially 
when dealing with the cambium layer, the 
weblike structure just inside the main 
bark layer upon which the life of the tree 
depends. it is through this layer that the 
sap is carried from the roots to the leaves. 
When this layer is cuf all around, the tree 
dies. Pioneers, desiring the kill off forests, 
often girdled the trees deliberately in order 
to kill them. 


Another important eleiment in the preser- 
vation of the trees in the Capitol grounds 
is the matter of “feeding” which consists 
of cultivating the soil over all the area cov- 
ered by the branches on the theory that 
the roots spread out at least that far. This 
area is treated to manure, bone meal or 
Special mixtures and is given plenty of 
moisture. Some of the larger trees, Mr. 
Frederick said, are known to drink out of 
the ground as much as ten barrels of water 
in a day, and after digesting the chemical 
food materials, with which the liquid has 
been mixed in the soil, discharge it into the 
atmosphere through its leaves. The tree, 


tree surgeons maintain, has practically all “ 


the attributes of an animal except the motor 
nerve system. It eats and breathes, cer 
tainly, and may have some animal-like nerv- 
ous reactions. 


The trees in the Capitol grounds prob- 
ably thrive better than those anywhere else 
in Washington as a result of the constant 
care given them. The grounds are so under- 
laid with tunnela, connecting the buildings 
that the roots do not have ak much chance 
to spread as they should and the soil dries 
out quickly, requiring additional fertilizing 
and watering. The army of squirrels in

the Capitol grounds also retard some trees. 
These little animals cut off twigs on the 
nut trees and elms, and increase the watch- 
fulness that employees must maintain. 


The collection of trees In the grounds in- 
clude many foreign types, but of recent 
years only American trees have been plant- 
ed. It has been found that the domestic 
trees have deeper roots and thus have a 
longer life. Attention in selecting new 
trees also must be given the question of 
them fitting in with the architecture of the 
Capitol grounds. 

The colection of trees is of great val- 
ue in addition to the historical association 


of many of the types planted in the grounds. - 


In the fifty-eight acres which compose the 
Capitol area there are trees, compris 
ing uinety-tnree varieties, and more than 
35,000 shrubs. The trees include some ex- 
ceptionally fine specimens of domestic 
growth, elms, oaks, horse chestnuts, white 
birch, walnut, butternut, maples, and pe- 
cans. John C. Calhoun is credited with be- 
ing the father of the collection. In 1853, 
after a hard fight, he secured an appropria- 
tion of $30,000 to make a park out of the 
Capitol grounds.

“On another occasion I noticed that some- 


thing bulged under the cloth on the table 


in the library where 1 was shaving him. I 
epoke of it and .he pulled back the cloth, 
exposing many packages Of one, five and 
ten dollar bills. It was pay day on the es- 
tate. He made some reference to a garden 
and said: ‘Iam good at raising green- 
backs.’ ” 

Barbers shave Rockefeller no longer— 
because there is little or nothing for a bar- 
ber to do. It will be remembered that many 
years ago Rockefeller was seized with a 
nervous ailment that robbed him of his 
hair and forced him to buy the costly gray 
wig he wears today. It is not generally 
known, however, the same ailment took 
away most of the Rockefeller mustache and 
beard, until today hie chin is almost as 
aparsely vegetated as the top of his head. 
Hayes gayly rubbed on ointments that 
epecialists brought, but his customer's hair 
and beard kept droppi dropping like 
entaumn leaves. At last af had fallen. 

“Up to that time,” relates Hayes, “Mr. 
Rockefeller bad allowed me a dollar each 
morning. He told me to keep track of the 
number of visita and that he would pay me 
at the end of the season. I did so, and found 


t he also Kept a record of “the “visits. 

on he would pay me- whatever the 
amount was and add a tip of $25 for 
eeason.” 

All this was extravagance, but his hair 
was thinning and the man was desperate. 

“He asked me to bring him a morning 
paper’ every day.” goes on’ Hayes. “He 
would read it while I was shaving him, and 
at the end of the season the cost of the 
papers would be included in my bill. The 
firat week I brought him a Sunday paper as 
well. He laid it aside and would not read 
it, saying that he did not read newspapers 
on Sunday. 


“I always arrived at his place about seven 
o'clock and a carriage met me at the gate. 
If | were a few minutes late he would re- 
mind me of it, and if he were detained and 
kept me waiting he would apologize for the 
delay and pay me for the extra time. He 
was usually punctual, though. 


“Almost invariably I found him cheery 
on his first appearance in the morning. He 
would greet me with a bright ‘good morn- 
ing’ and would have a similar greeting for 
any of the domestics who happened to be 
about. 

“I always shaved him as he sat in a ewiv- 
el chair in his library. He had had a barber 
chair headrest fitted to it. He liked to be 
shaved over just once, and with the grain, 
not against it. And he would have no witch 
hazel or toilet water on his face. 


“I cut off what was left of his mustache 
in July, 1902,” said -Hayes, swallowing 
gloomily. “It changed his appearance great- 
ly but not his nature. He was still of the 
Same sweet, jovial temperament. I ob 
served, too, that he bore the loss of the hair 
on his head with great fortitude and never 
complained.” 


It may be that no man is a hero to his 
valet, but certainly a man may be a hero to 
hie barber, for Hayes added this: 


“In my acquaintance with Mr. Rockefeller 
I came to love the man. He is indeed one of 
nature's noblemen—one of the best of 
Christian characters, an example of the 
true type of manhood, one whose home life 
is always sunshine—kind to his help, for- 
bearing and forgiving, generous to a fault.” 

Every little while some one comes along 
with a story concerning “the only man that 
ever got the best of him in a deal.” The 
hero of this one, which has not before been 
published, was George Hopper, who used to 
conduct a cooperage business and made 
most of the barrels used by the Standard. 
At firet the Standard bought from a num- 


keeper 
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ber of coOperage concerns, but Hopper got 
hold of a secret process for making the bar- 
rels proof egainst leaking—a process he 
ia said to have obtained from a tramp in re- 
turn for buying him a glase of beer—and 
after that Hopper got practically all the 
business. 

At that time the Standard was instituting 
ite present policy of making and controlling 
the output of everything it used, and buy- 
ing practically nothing. Hopper knew that 
sooner or later the Standard would compel 
him to sell them hig business. He was in 
the midet of making a fortune and was not 
anxious for the day to arrive when his op-

“A hundred dollars « month,” replied 
Newcomb candidly. 

“All right.” says Hopper, “I'll pay you 
$200 if you'll let me fix up each report be 
fore you turn fit in.” 

To this Newcomb readily agreed, and 
Hopper was thus enabled to retain hie busi- 
ness for two or three years longer. Hop 
per finally sold hie business, Including stave 
timber that he owned in Various parts of 
the country, for a sum said to have been 
in excess of $400,000 after having already 
made a fortune. He was the father of 
Charlies Hopper who later created the part 
ot Chimmie Fadden on the stage. 

No matter how determined he may be to 
avoid giving out an interview, Mr. Rockefel- 
ler is surprisingly tol- 
erant of newspaper 
men. Usually he tells 
a reporter little or 
nothing of conse 
quence, but he is 
courteous and almost 
kindly about his re 
fusal of information— 
in which respect he 
differs strikingly from 
the average multimil- 
lionaire in the public 
eye. He has never, 
for example, shown 
any of that crabbed- 
ness and ~petulance 
such as used to dis 
tinguish EB. H. Harri- 
man. 


Each of the Cieve- 
land morning papers 
used to have a report- 
er present at the Sun- 
day morning services 
in the Buclid Avenue 
Baptist Church during 
the months that 
Rockefeller was in the 
city.

money.«in making barrels at the price he 
was getting. So he set about a plan to con- 
vey that impression to the Rockefeller 
mind. 

When summer came each year, with its 
longer days, which meant that less ofl 
was burned and consequently not so much 
oli was shipped, Hopper’s barrel business 
fell off. Simultaneously with this annual 
diminution of business Hopper would go to 
Rockefeller and ask fof an advance of 
$4000 to $5900 to “tide him over the dull 
season.” 

“I've got to have the money,” he would 
say. “I make a little during the winter, 
but lose it all when the dull period sets 
in.” 

By thie means he was able to stave off 
for three or four years the inevitable ab- 
sorption of his business by the Standard. 
But at last Rockefeller became suspicious 
and decided to find out just how much an- 
nual profit Hoppér was making. He ar- 
ranged with Charles Newcomb, a book- 
in Cleveland, to get a job 
with Hopper—using his own influence to 
land the position for him—and arranged fur- 
ther that the man should make him a 
monthly report on Hopper’s business. For 
this service Rockefeller would pay him, it 
is said, $100 a month in‘addition to what- 
ever he was allowed on Hopper’s own pay- 
roll. 


Now it happened, unbeknown te Rocke- 
feller, that Newcomb apd Hopper were fel- 
low members of a lodge and were disposed 
to be frank with each other. Newcomb was 
such a good bookkeeper that Hopper at 
once began to wonder why he was willing 
to work on the small salary he was paying 
him. 

One day he hazarded the query: “Charile,

on him. But he told the photographer to go 
ahead. 

“That's the way the man makes his living, 
and if he doesn't get a good picture it may 
mean a reprimand from his superior,” re 
marked John D. Then to the photographer, 
as the latter started away: 

“I trust that the picture may prove to be 
what you want.” 

When John D, Rockefeller arrived in 
Cleveland one spring day, many years ago, 
@ newspaper man rushed up and locked 
arms with him enterprisingly and began to 
ply him with questions before the other re 
porters got on the job.
